British press

Mideastern fundamentalism grips Israel 


As a Palestinian observer of the 
Knesset elections, I wish to start 
welcoming Israel to the Middle 
East. 

The religious fever that took over 
Iran with the Islamic Revolution has 
gripped the entire Middle East. It 
affects the entire Arab world, and is 
now being felt in Israel. 

Just as it stirred up Christian feel- 
ing in Lebanon. it seems to be caus- 
ing many changes in Israeli society. 
This is not strange, as the same shift 
is taking place in Europe and the 
U.S.. where religion is becoming a 
force in the political arena. 

I do not claim to be an expert on 
Judaism. but the election results 
seem to indicate that.religion is in- 
creasing its influence on Israeli soci- 
ety and politics. Israel is being influ- 
enced by what is called the “oriental 
spiritual syndrome.” 

Israel was established as a secular 
State. under the banner of separa- 
tion of religion and state, and per- 
haps that was one of the main rea- 
sons for its success. But the religious 
parties have always struggled to 
make changes that would alter this 
premise and make Jewish religious 


‘| law and creed the Jaw of the land. 


This struggle is supported by the 
idea that Israel is a fulfilment of the 
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scriptures and this land Palestine is 
the “Promised La." and “Eretz 
Yisrael." Thus the shitt .-ward fun- 
damentalism is not surprising. The 
Jewish religion bas always been cen- 
tral in Israeli society. 

The secular political parties have 
always strived to present Israel as a 
modern state where religion plays a 
minor part in political life. After this 
election, however, Israeli leaders 
will not be able to ignore the conse- 
quences of this religious shift and its 
significance for the future. 

As a Palestinian I see dangerous 
signs in these developments in the 
Middle East. It is bad enough that 
the Palestinian-Israeli struggle has 
expressed itself so far as a clash be- 
tween two nationalities that have 
not been able to coexist on this land. 
But as the days go by. it is becoming 
more and more a clash between Ju- 
daism and Islam. 

As long as the struggle is between 
the nationalist secular movements, 
it can be tolerated and compromises 
can be reached. But if the struggle 
becomes a religious clash, then we 
are all doomed. 


Islamic fundamentalists consider 
all of Palestine “Wakf land,” be» 
longing to the Islamic Trust, and say 


_ there is no room for any state in this 
. land except for an Islamic state. It is 


only through jihad, or holy war. that 
this can be achieved. This is ex- 
pressed very clearly in the “Cove- 
nant of the Islamic Resistance 
Movement” (Hamas) which has in- 
creased in power since the start of 
the intifada in the occupied 
territories. 

* The Islamic parties in the territo- 
ries during the 21 years of occupa- 
tion have taken a pseudo-passive 
stance, apart from the “Palestinian 


Islamic Jihad™ faction which is affili- 
ated with the PLO. But after the 
start of the intifada, Hamas became 
very active and presented a more 
revolutionary platform. During the 
20 years of occupation the Islamic 
fundamentalists mobilized the Pal- 
estinian public independently of the 
nationalist factions and avoided any 
clashes with the authorities. Now, 
with the intifada, they have dis- 
played great discipline and great or- 
ganizational ability. 

Tt is well known that religious 
movements catch the imagination of 
the masses, because they offer sim- 
plistic principles with great public 
appeal. The answers that the funda- 
mentalists provide to all questions 
dealing with tradition, society, and 
politics make them very attractive. 

In Israel the religious fever be- 
came more pronounced after the 
1967 war. The justification for not 
compromising on the territorial is- 
sue was based on religious and spiri- 
tual platitudes. More important is 
the issue of Jerusalem. which ac- 
cording to the Jewish fundamental- 
ists is the eternal capital of Israel 
and the heart of the Jewish faith. 

Thus the Israeli-Palestinian strug- 
gle is evolving into a struggle be- 
tween two religions instead of two 
nationalities. It was relatively sim- 
ple thus far; bur if we slide into this 
path, then our future and the future 
of the whole area is in peril. ~ 

Shulamit Aloni once said that in 
the religious struggle the soldiers of 
Islam are greater in number. It is a 
dreadful affair that the leaders of 
the region are dumbfounded about 
what actions should be taken to pre- 

‘ vent this catastrophe. 

The prospect of a sane future is 
becoming more remote. The world 
has claimed that the Israeli elections 
are a victory of the right over the 
left. The victory is actually of the 
fundamentalist religious factions.

Algerians go to polls for 
vote on political reforms 


ALGIERS (AP) -- Algerians voted 
yesterday on political reforms, 
promised after last month's rioting, 
that would shift power away from 
the single party that has ruled for 26 


years. ᾿ 

Under clear blue skies, voters 
lined up at polling stations, most of 
them located in elementary schools, 
whose pupils are on vacation this 
week. 

The first results reported were 
from absentee ballots cast by Algeri- 
ans living in southern France. The 
Algerian consulate in Marseille said 
nearly 90 per cent of those voting 
favoured the proposed constitution- 
al changes. 

“It's the beginning of change.” 
34-year-old businessman Joubi 
Wacer told a reporter after placing 
his envelope in a brown voting box 
at the Concorde School. “After this. 
things will be different. At least, we 
hope so.” 

Small crowds of men and a few 
elderly veiled women walked to and 
from the school gate to vote. 
Groups of men milied in the school 
courtyard, smoking and discussing 
the political changes their country 


seems to be going through. 

The referendum, which would 
modify 14 articles of the Algerian 
constitution, was proposed after a 
week of violence last month. Youths 
took to the streets of Algiers and 
many provincial cities to protest 
against shortages of food and jobs, 
and a decline in living standards 
blamed on the plummeting price of 
oil, Algeria’s chief export.

JOHANNESBURG (Reuter) - 
South Africa’s press corps has the 
jitters. Holidays have been can- 
celled and Lear jets are standing 
by, waiting for the release of Nel- 
son Mandela. 

Only President P.W. Botha 
knows if and when the world's 
best-known political prisoner is to 
gain his freedom. and he has 
dropped tantalizingly few clues. 
The mystery kas fed a frantic ru- 
mour mill that the black nationalist 
leader will be declared a free man 
before the end of 1988. 

Western diplomats, insisting 
they have no inside knowledge, 
have joined the speculation, and 
Tumours are rife in the black 
townships. 

Meanwhile Mandela, 70, recoy- 
ering from tuberculosis, remains in 
Cape Town’s Constantiaberg clinic 
in his 27th year of captivity. 

Juggling with dates and scenari- 
os, some in the press corps lean 
heavily towards mid-November 
the release date. But nobody claims 
to have solid evidence. ‘‘We're in 
the dark, honestly," one harried

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“THE NAME of the game.” said a 
somewhat sombre Amoz Oz the 
morning after the elections, "15 not 
seasonal gardening.

In the harsh 
desert light of the moming, Oz 
could find only two words to de- 
scribe his mood: “Very sad.” 

Oz confessed himself a reluctant 
Labour Party supporter. The former 
kibbutznik did not campaign for the 
party, and in fact gave it his en- 
dorsement only shortly before the 
election. “Aside from sharing my 
opinion when I'm consulted,” he 
said, “I don't involve myself in poli- 
tics. That's not how I see my 
function.” : 

Nevertheless, if Oz was distressed 
that Labour had not promoted its 
message more successfully among 
the electorate, he was not about to 
point fingers at the party leadership. 
if anything, he was more inclined to 
biame himself. 

“I can accuse myself,” he said, 
“because I was wrong in assuming 
that this was just a political struggle. 
Tt isn't. We're engaged in a struggle

relations oe Py simply refining the 
‘image’ of the party. 

Ir can be brought about,” Oz 
continued. “only by long-range ef- 
fort. That's my major conclusion 
from this election. We have to strug- 
gle to promote these values of our 
culture and heritage, even ar the cost 
of short-run political advantages. 
Our concern can’t be this or that 
political formula. Those are matters 
of the instant. "I'm talking about 
planting tomorrow's trees, not trim- 
ming today’s hedges.” 

Abruptly abandoning metaphor, 
the novelist tums to hard-edged re- 
ality. “I'll give you an example of 
precisely what T mean,” he said. 
“The mixing of religion and politics 
has always been a disaster for Israel 
and for Jewish culture. That's be- 
cause in my view the various reli- 
gious parties have always had a very 


narrow concept of Judaism. They've 
always been totally oriented to- 
wards the past. 

“But having said that, all Zion- 
ists, in the light of Tuesday's elec- 
tion, have something very important 
to lear from the religious parties. 
In the early 1950s, ‘the labour move- 
ment forfeited its educational sys- 
tem in favour of building its finan- 
cial base — Solel Boneh, Hevrat 
Ha‘ovdim. Kupat Holim and so on. 
The religious parties did just the 
opposite. They invested the totality 
of their efforts in schools and in 
teaching values. They were right. 
Labour was wrong. 

“The point is.” he continued, “it’s 
time we learn from this. We, and I 
mean Israelis who maintain dovish, 
humanitarian values, must make ev- 
ery effort to disseminate our ideas — 
and I mean to bring them even into 
regions where we've been denied 
access before. We should be con- 
cemed about bringing the light of 
our ideas right to the students in the 
yeshivas. And infecting them with 
our sense of our values is not an 
impossible dream. After all, many 
of the earliest pioneers of the Zion- 
ist enterprise were originally rabbin- 
ical students.” 

Such a programme of aggressive 
outreach is certainly novel. but Oz 
sees it as the only rational alterna- 
tive to.the rypical secularist response 
to Orthodoxy, which he declares 
counterproductive. 

“What good does it do,” he asked 
thetorically, “to fight for the right of 
showing films on Friday nights? To 


demonstrate at cinemas against reli-° 


gious coercion? That only generates 
more tension, more distrust, more 
division within the country. In no 
way does it help to promote what 
I've been talking about -- the values 


of Zionist culture and heritage.” 
Oz admitted to being greatly dis- 
turbed by the secular-religious 
schism, which he labelled the most 
profound social problem to arise in 


-the country since he travelled the 


length and breadth of the nation 
interviewing Israelis from all walks 
of life for his 1982 book, ἐπ the Land 
of Israel. 

“That book was never intended as 
a balanced or comprehensive look at 
how Israelis were thinking.” he said, 
“but it is clear that many of the 
conflicts that occupied people then -- 


‘The Mediterranean- 
ization of the coastal 
plain and the medieval- 
ization of Jerusalem." 


the Ashkenazi-Sephardi problem. 
for example -- have receded in the 
face of the religious issue. 

“The state-synagogue conflict to- 
day is larger than ever, the popula- 
tion more’ polarized than ever. It's 
reached the point where I'm think- 
ing in terms of the ‘Mediterranean- 
ization’ of the coastal plain and the 
concurrent ‘medieval-ization’ of Je- 
rusalem. In Tel Aviv we have a city 
that shows the middle-class charac- 
ter, and the passion, of Mediterra- 
nean states. And in Jerusalem -- 
well, we're increasingly seeing a city 
that bas less and less in common 
with the country of which it is the 
capital. 

“When I have guests from abroad 
and we talk about what they’ve seen 
here, I understand that they've been 
visiting both Israel and Jerusalem. 
The difference is clear to me. I was 


born in Jerusalem, so I know what 
F'm talking about.” 

In terms of the religious commu- 
hity's political power. however, Oz 
was quick to remind the country to 
maintain its sense of proportion. 
“Remember.” he said, “in the First 
Knesset, religious figures occupied 
about 16 seats, Now it will be about 
18. The overwhelming majority of 
the country resists any concept of 
theocracy, so [ don't think we have 
to worry about that.” 

In fact, the writer added, if any- 
one should be worried today, it is 
Likud leader Yitzhak Shamir. “He 
can put together his narrow right- 
wing coalition.” Oz said, “and he 
can try to carry out his programme. 
But he still has to deal with reality, 
and reality is his true adversary. 

“Shamir is trying to confront real- 
ity with ideas that are 20 years past 
their time. The Middle East has 
changed and is continuing. to 
change. Labour and the. left of 
course should form as unified a bloc 
as possible to combat the Likud. But 
in the end the Likud will defeat it- 
self. because it is not equipped to 
face reality.” 

Until that comes about, however, 
Amos Oz is suggesting that the 
country is in for stormy times. How 
does that augur for his own work? 


“Tm aware of the popular no- 
tion,” he said, “that good art thrives 
on bad times. All I know is that I 
feel I've always had to live and work 
in periods of difficulty. But suffering 
begets different things in different 
souls. Some it makes stronger, and 
others it makes harsher and 
vindicative. 

“I simply see myself continuing to 
do what Ive always tried to do — to 
contribute to the culture of this 
country with writings that seek to 
promote one set of values over cer- 
tain others. The struggle may get 
more difficult, but that only means 
the need is all the greater.”

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AT FIRST GLANCE, it seems that 
the new right-wing goverament will 
adopt more of a free-market econo- 
my, . 

Last year, Finance Minister 
Moshe Nissim had already cut the 
marginal income tax by a fifth, ἰο 48 
per cent. At the same time, he also 
cut subsidies for exports, foodstuffs 
and other government services. 
People earned more, but they also 
paid more for almost everything 
they needed. from health care to 
food to education. ° 

All in all, the standard of living 
rose sharply: 18-20 per cent per cap- 
ita during the time of the cutgoing 
unity government. A high standard 
of living together with lower infla- 
tion was much more than could be 

ed from a unity government 
which no one had thought would be 
successful at all. 


So what are we going to get now 
that the right wing and the religious 
parties are going to run the country? 
Will the standard of living rise or 
decline? 

Tt appears that we are going to 
have a sha’atnese of a liberal and a 
divine economy. which by definition 
cannot work. Liberal ministers like 
Moshe Nissim and Yitzhak Moda'i

WITH THE nationat unity govern- 
ment about to be replaced, accord- 
ing to current estimates, by a new 
Likud-led coalition, political ob- 
servers are already anticipating a 
more difficult period for U.S.-Israel 
relations — especially once the Rea- 
gan administration leaves office in 
January, 1989. 

Certainly, it is no secret that offi- 
cial Washington would have pre- 
ferred a Labour Party victory. The 
latter's political position on the 
Arab-Israeli peace process had 
evolved to the point where. by the 
spring of this year, it became almost 
identical to that of the United 
States, as expounded in both the 
Shultz initiative and the Reagan 
plan. Public statements by the presi- 
dent that Middle Eastem leaders 
would have to answer to their con- 
stituents on peace, in addition to the 
Reagan-Peres-Abdel-Meguid meet- 
ing in New York this fall, both rein- 
forced the impression of Washing- 
ton’s pro-Labour preference. 

Concer over Washington's parti- 
san leanings may have led State De- 
partment spokesman Charles Red- 
man to reiterate quickly and 
explicitly. in view of the election 
results this week, that ties between 
the U.S. and Israel will remain un- 
changed, even as a new government 
is being formed here. 

However, the conventional wis- 
dom is that a more tense period in 
bilateral relations can be expected 
regardless of the outcome of the 
‘American elections next week. It is 
said, for example, that if elected, 
Michael Dukakis would accelerate 
the pace of U.S.-Soviet coopera-

sponsible for their own economic 
activity. 

There will be no automatic gov- 
ernment safety net each time some 
sector fails to run its business prop- 
erly. Each one is supposed to take 
care of its own liabilities - Koor, for 
instance. This liberal policy will 
probably clash with the interests of 
the new-old allies from the religious 
parties who traditionally lean on 
government funds rather than on 
their own resources. But for seats 
and a coalition, parties in Israel 
bend their own ideologies. some 
performing a 180-degree 
turnaround. 

A’ right-wing government will 
need more funds for defence to 
deal, on the one hand. with the up- 
rising in the territories. and with 
threats of war - including a chemical 
one — on the other hand. 

At the same time, the new gov- 
ernment will probably encourage 
the most unproductive sector in Is- 
rael: the extreme religious parties. 
of which more and more of their 
people prefer to live on monthly 


government grants rather than con- 
tribute anything to the economy. 
Since it is likely that under the new 

ernment more yeshiva students 
will avoid military service, a greater 
number of productive secular peo- 
ple will have to spend more time in 
military service, to the detriment of 
the economy. 


This is not a liberal attitude, but . 


rather an attitude which continues 
to shift the burden from parasites to 
those who already carry both the 
economic and the military burden. 

The key to Finance Minister Nis- 
sim's economic success is that he has 
managed to run a budget with no 
deficit. But the religious parties 
have a vociferous appetite, and this 
coupled with increasing military 
needs will impel the government to 
spend more. At the same time, both 
the Bank of Israel and economists in 
the Treasury are asking for cuts in 
the government budget. The econo- 
mists in both institutions see a bud- 
get cut as an essential step to curb 
inflation and also free resources for 
productive sectors. 


Some economists hold that the 
economy is already in the process of 
an economic recession. However, 
due to the economic activity on the 
eve of the election, full realization 
of this recession has been slow in 
coming. Now with expectations of 
slower economic activity in Israel. 


and maybe in the foreign markets as 
well, the government will probably 
find it harder to collect taxes to bal- 
ance its budget. τ 

There are two possible conse- 
quences of such a situation: the gov- 
emment would have to increase tax- 
es against its ideology. or make 
deeper cuts in its budget for educa- 
tion, roads and health. which are 
already in bad shape. There is an- 
other way. but it is dangerous and 
entails going back to the good old 
days when printing money was the 
solution for everything, allowing in- 
flation to rear its ugly head once 
again. 


THE RECESSION could gather 
momentum, now that the general 
election is over. The Histadrut will 
have more freedom to fire more em- 
playees in its economic enterprises. 
‘They are already talking about firing 
some 4,000 Koor employees during 
the coming months. The public sec- 
tor, financed mainly by the govern- 
ment, hired more employees during 
1988. Here again, employees will 
find themselves sacked, as happens 
after every election when the gov- 
emment realizes that layoffs are a 
good way to cut the budget. 

A combination of higher unem- 
ployment and a higher government 
deficit can easily lead to stagflation. 
To what extent depends on who is 
going to be finance minister. An 
inexperienced finance minister or a 
nervous one could cause much dam- 
age to the economy, as some have 
done here during the past two de- 
cades. A nervous finance minister 
can devalue the shekel more than 
necessary, without taking accompa- 
nying measures. A fanatic anti- 
Alignment minister‘can harm Hev- 


rat Haovdim and Koor, too, in his 
efforts to undermine the economic 
arm of the Labour Party. 

The Likud is interested in taking 
over the Histadrut. But efforts to 
undermime Koor when the huge 
conglomerate is in desperate need of 
help could boomerang later against

would later be seen as a policy 
harming Likud voters themselves. 
As it appears now, even the Likud 
government would have to help 
Koor, but in small measures. This 
will help keep Koor'’s mismanage- 
ment under the spotlight, in the face 


’ of the Histadrut elections next year, 


without harming employees and the 
economy too much. Anyway, now 
Koor cannot expect to avoid selling 
off part of its profitable companies 
and assets. 

When the new right-wing govern- 
ment tries to implement its political 
platform, namely, increasing settle- 
ments in the West Bank and spend- 
ing more on defence, in order to

tion, especially in the framework of 
international organizations like the 
UN, and that in the resulting config- 
uration of superpower relations, the 
strategic importance of Israel would 
be diminished although. at least the- 
oretically, the chances for an im- 
posed settlement would increase. 

Despite the more cautious Soviet 
policy that might be anticipated 
from a George Bush administration, 
and the importance Republicans at- 
tach to bilateral strategic coopera- 
tion, there may be a basis for the 
concern that traditional pro-Arab 
Republican sentiments - such as 
those voiced by former secretary of 
defence Casper Weinberger — could 
resurface. 


EXPLAINING Israeli neutrality in 
the American elections, New York 
Times columnist William Safire not- 
ed last Monday: “Mr. Dukakis's 
election would offer israel more 
friendship, but not the power or will 
to back it up; a Bush-Baker-Tower 
‘Texas triumvirate’ would provide 
the strength but would be likely to 
twist an evenhanded knuckle in the 
back.” Considering Safire’s own 
pro-Republican stance. his warning 
about the anticipated Middle East 
policy of Bush (and his likely secre- 
taries of state and defence} should 
be taken as seriously. as opinions 
voiced about the Democratic Party's 
Middle East policy. 


RETURNING RESIDENTS! 


The “inevitable” Likud-Demo- 
crat or. more likely, Likud-Republi- 
can clash that many expect can be 
averted if the new Israeli coalition 
moves quickly in several areas, even 
before the new administration takes 
office in Washington on January 20. 
First. with the international confer- 
ence now dead and buried from the 
Israeli point of view, an alternative 
peace strategy must be formulated 
and readied for display when the 
next secretary of state takes his first 
swing through the Middle East. 

One reason why the Reagan ad- 
ministration did not lean particular- 
ly hard on Israel during the past year 
was that Washington understood Is- 
rael's predicament of having a dead- 
locked government incapable of 
taking decisive action on the future 
of the territories, the central issue of 
national controversy. But now that a 
single bloc will take control, al- 
though a weakened Labour junior 
partner might join at a later stage. 
the government can be more easily 
held accountable for its diplomatic 
stance. Forceful action against the 
Palestinian uprising that is not ac- 
companied by diplomatic initiative 
would undermine Israel's position 
with both the’ new administration 
and the new Congress, and will 
leave the country's “friends” in 
Washington with litde ammunition 
for its defence. 

Whether such an initiative would 


find any buyers in the Middle East, 
given the state of Jordanian policy 
and the support of the Palestinians 
in the PLO. is not the only criteria to 
consider when judging its worth or 
timeliness. Even if in this region it is 
rejected out of hand, an Israeti dip- 
lomatic move that contained an ele- 
ment of fairness. in the eyes of the 
American public. would serve the 
U.S.-Israeli relationship well, espe- 
cially as the new administration be- 
gins to formulate its own Middle 
East policy during its first year in 
office. Such an initiative would not 
necessarily have to consist of declar-

atory concessions; these ought to be: 
left to the negotiations themselves. 
Using the Shultz example. the sub- 
stitution of terminology used in the 
Camp David Agreements -- “interim 
settlement for autonomy™ — could 
have diplomatic value. 

Diplomatic activism undertaken 
by the new government would also 
have the added value of strengthen- 
ing Israel's internal consensus. The 
emergence of a more intensely 
alienated protest movement in Isra- 
el itself could weaken the country's 
diplomatic standing. both vis-a-vis 
the U.S. and the countries in this 
area. 


A SECOND important method of 
protecting the U.S.-Israel relation- 
ship is the active separation of dis- 
agreements over the peace process 
from discussion of the relatively new 
bilateral strategic relationship. Is- 
raelis understand that U.S.-Israel 
strategic cooperation is part of the 
local “deterrence balance” with Syr- 
18. 

Should the next administration 
decide that it ought to scale down 
the level of cooperation achieved 
during the Reagan years because of 
the Palestinian issue, it ought to be 
reminded that it is playing with one 
of the factors that, at present. is 
preventing the outbreak of war in 
the Middle East. In that sense, war 
prevention ought to be ‘dentified as 
one of the main goals of the U.S.- 
israel relationship, whether through 
strengthening deterrence or through 
diplomacy. 

A third area of activity the new 
Likud-led government must under- 
take while forming its coalition re- 
lates to concessions to the ultra-reli- 
gious parties. During the past year, 
the Palestinian uprising placed a 
large strain on the telationship be- 
tween Israel and American Jewry. 
The result of this strain did not al- 
ways appear in opinion polls or in ἃ 
reduced level of UJA contributions. 
But, essentially, the uprising consti- 
tuted a “reverse-1967" phenome- 
non: Israel became ἃ source of em- 
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barrassment instead of a source of 
pride. Strongly identified Jews were 
barely affected in this manner, but 
more marginally identified Jews be- 
gan to think less of the centrality of 
Israel in Jewish life. 


Should the Likud buckle under to 
excessive demands that, beyond 
preserving the secular-religious sta- 
tus quo, actually lead to new legisla- 
tion affecting the status of Diaspora 
Jews in Israel — particularly by forc- 
ing the who-is-a-Jew issue ~ Ameri- 
can Jewry will have to deal with two 
problems: the Palestinian uprising 
and the disqualification of two of 
their religious movements from 
coming on aliya. 


Beyond the intra-community ten- 
sions that this situation would cre- 
ate, the crucial national security im- 
plications of the prospective 
alienation from American Jews 
ought to be considered as well. An 
open rift between Israel and the 
largest synagogue movements in 
America will be quickly picked up 
by the next administration. Even if 
American Jewry ultimately swal- 
lows the bitter pill, the period of 
open disagreement and uncertainty 
would present new opportunities for 
an administration interested in pres- 
suring Israel on the Palestinian is- 
sue. If for a while American Jewish 
interest in Israel appears to be on 
the wane, the next administration

American pressure on Israel, cou- ἢ 
pled with the expected recession, 
will force the government to run a 
centralized economy, far from the 
envisaged liberal economic policy.

A brain drain pro- 
cess will set in, and there will be 
legitimate reasons for this.

THE impact of the violent events in the terri- 
tories during the past 11 months on the results 
of this week s election is hard to assess. 

In most cases, however, the mass rioting 
appears to have reinforced attitudes, whether 
moderate or belligerent, formed earlier. Even 
the murder of a Jewish mother and her three 
children in a firebomb attack on an Egged bus 
near Jericho, two oights before polling day. 
seems, according to some public opinion re- 
searchers, not to have had the massive 
electoral effect forecast at first. Not, it may be 
assumed, because a number of local pro-PLO 
leaders. and even a PLO spokesman in Cairo, 
immediately condemned the killings. but be- 
cause the bloody incident had been roughly 
what Jews had come to expect of PLO-back- 
ing, intifada-prone Palestinians. 

The likelihood that Israel’s next govern- 
ment would be a rightist-religious coalition is 
reported to have come as a shock not only to 
King Hussein and to many of his former sub- 
jects in the territories, but also to some people 
within the PLO. The PLO's news agency. 
Wafa. described the Alignment's defeat as a 
deadly blow to peace. The legendary Man 
from Mars might have concluded that peace 
was what had all along been uppermost on the 
PLO's collective mind. 

Before the election, the PLO had, of 
course, appealed to Israeli voters to “vote for 
peace, not war.” What that organization had 
somehow neglected to do was to offer any 
convincing proof that it was itself a legitimate 
partner to peace talks, even under the umbrel- 
la of a joint Jordanian-Palestinian delegation. 
Such limited advantage as the Alignment may 
have gained from Hussein's conditional, tast- 
minute resurrection of the “Jordanian op- 
tion.” and from the Akaba meeting between 
the king, President Mubarak and Yasser Ara- 
fat, was promptly neutralized by the PLO. 

One way in which this was done was by 
letting it be known that, just days after the 
Israel election, on November 15. the Palestin- 
ian National Council would announce the es- 
tablishment of ao independent Palestinian 
state. with Jerusalem as its capital. 

The Kremlin had warned Arafat against 
such an adventurist and pointless gesture. But 
the PLO chairman, reportedly acting under 


Last night witnessed the climax 
to America's mobilisation of sup- 
port to urge Great Britain to Keep 
open the doors of Palestine to 
Jewish immigration, when an 
over-crowded meeting was held 
at the Mecca Temple.

tral Europe be permitted to enter 
Palestine. 

He was unwilling to believe, he 
said, that the British Government 
would allow the Balfour Declara- 
tion to become another “scrap of 
paper."* He emphasised that the 
Arabs had vast territories else- 
where than in Palestine. 

Dr. Stephen S. Wise charged 
Civil Servants in Palestine with 
haying brought about a frustra- 
tion of the British will for the 
establishment of a Jewish Nation- 
al Home. ‘‘Whatever the causes 
of the present crisis,” said Dr. 
Wise, “the fate of the Palestine 
Mandate would have been differ- 
ent but for the failure of the Pal- 
estine Administration. 

“Whatever else can be ques- 
tioned concerning the establish- 
ment of a National Home, I am 
sure that Great Britain can never 

shut the doors of Palestine and 
never forbid future Jewish immi- 
gration, whatever the Arab pres-

That question was put to Arafat in a wide- 
ranging interview with Time, published in its 
issue of this week. There was nothing about 
the elimination of Israel in the Covenant, 
came the reply. That. of course. is literally 
true: Article 15 refers to the duty of liberating 
Palestine and repelling “the Zionist and impe- 
tialist. aggression against the Arab home- 
land.” But did that not mean, really. that it 
was the PLO's “responsibility” to throw Zion- 
ism out? “We don’t want a racist state in this 
area.” was the self-proclaimed peace-champi- 
on’s answer. 


After this answer. any possible question 
about Arafat's precise meaning when he en- 
dorses 242 and 338 “along with all United 
Nations resolutions.” becomes a risible irrele- 
vance. The same applies to the question 
whether, in speaking as he does, Arafat artic- 
ulates his own true beliefs or only the mythic 
“PLO consensus.” 


That consensus is, after all, what matters. A 
PLO that does not want “a racist state in this 
area.” and by this means Israel, cannot possi- 
bly be any partner to any talk of peace with 
any Israel government. By insisting that this 
PLO should represent them, Palestinians can 
only help an Israel government that gives not 
a hoot for any Palestinian national rights to 
carry out its rejectionist mission.

While there was:a heavy in- 
crease in the production of tobac- 
co.in 1937 (2,498,000 kgs.), 
prices fell and it was necessary to 
restrict cultivation to a total of 
30,000 dunam, it is stated in the 
annual report of the Department 
of Agriculture and Fisheries. 

It is hoped to restrict crops to a 
maximum of about 1,250,000 
kgs.; this is approximately suffi- 
cient .o meet the country’s re- 
quirements of local tobacco, since 
the quality of the locally grown 
tobacco leaves is not yet up to 
export standards. 

There is need for better organi- 
zation among the growers, the 
report goes on to say. to improve 
the quality of the leaf by using 
better seed, better curing and 
manipulation, and for centralised 
grading and baling. 

The output of manufactured 
tobacco from factories has main- 
tained a steady increase; on the 
other hand, the number of grow- 
ers licensed. the area planted and 
crop produced during the last few 
years show considerable fluctua- 
tions. Apart from the effect of 
climatic conditions, this fluctua- 
tion was largely due to high 
prices obtained during years 
when crops were small, thus en- 
couraging excessive plantation in 
succeeding years. 

.--Attempts have been made to 
grow tobacco over almost the 
whole of the country with varying 
success. In Samaria, consider- 
able quantities of tobacco are still 
being grown, the greater part of 
which finds its way into consump- 
tion through illicit channels. To- 
bacco grown on the plains and in 
the south of Palestine has proved 
unsuitable for use in factories and 
the inability to dispose of crops 
has gradually eliminated such 
plantations. 

Cultivation of tobacco of com- 
mercial quality, however, is now 
confined to the hilly districts of 
Acre and Safad.(November 4th 
᾿ 1938)

THE BIGGEST LOSERS on elec- 
tion night were — as usual. one is 
tempted to say — the pundits. Thev 
completely failed to predict who the 
two biggest winners would be. 
namely Shas and Habad (who are 
now in the driving seat of Aguda) 
and, to compaund their failure, they 
wereounable to get to grips with the 
significance of the voting figures 
they were supposed to analyse. 

[tis important to pinpoint the rea- 
sons for this failure, because they 
will continue to be relevant to the 
days, and probably weeks. of hard 
bargaining that lie ahead. 

The first is that the creators and 
promoters of the common wisdom 
are obsessed with the importance of 
the Arabs and their role instead of 
with the Jews. who still form the 
vast majority of voters and still run 
the country. 

The other, much deeper-seated 
reason is the determination of the 
overwhelmingly secular. mainly 
Ashkenazi. and mostly left-wing Es- 
tablishment to ignore the other side 
of the demographic issue in Israel, 
which is the phenomenal growth of 
the religious population. which is 
increasingly haredi. mostly Sephar- 
di, and - most important of all — has 
a totally different agenda from that 
of the political mainstream. 


TO THOSE WHO have been aware 
of this phenomenon, the question 
has always been: where have all 
these religious votes been? The fall 
in religious representation over the 
last few elections, when set against 
the dramatic growth in the religious 
sector's voting power, has been a 
major conundrum. 

On November 1, 1988, that ques- 
tion was answered. when the reli- 
gious voters finally emerged. 

Political scientists will have to as- 
certain where they were in the past. 
It seems likely that many Haredim 
stayed at home. protesting against 
the corruption of their leaders, espe- 
cially in the Aguda. National Reli- 
gious voters, equally dissatisfied 
with their leadership. seem to have 
gone elsewhere, be it to the Likud, 
Tehiya, or others. This time they 
emerged in force, and the result has 
been a far-reaching change in the 
contours of the Israeli political map. 

The obverse of the religious suc- 
cesses has been the failure of the 
secular parties, This was a joint 
“achievement.” In 1984, the Align- 
ment, Citizens, Rights Movement, 
Shinui and Yahad got 53 seats be- 


tween them. This time, Labour, Ma- 
pam. CRM, and Shinui/Mercaz 
managed 49. Last time. the Likud, 
Tehiva. Ometz and Kach took 48 
seats: this time. Likud, Tehiya. Tzo- 
met and Moledet have 47, and may 
end up with 48. 

The religious gains should be the 
subject of painstaking research, not 
of superficial drivel in supposedly 
intelligent newspapers and journals, 
full of rantings about “*Khomein- 
ism*" and *“tnon-Zionist"’ parties. 
The starting-point for this endea- 
your, which should now, however 
belatedly. be the main focus of at- 
tention for political scientists and 
commentators, should be to begin 
distinguishing between the different 
parties in the “religious bloc.” 

While these do indeed have much 


Tiberias -- hometown of Yigal Bibi, 
No.4 on the NRP list — should have 
provided it. 

The NRP want help for their 
school system. which they now real- 
ize has been neglected in their con- 
centration on nationalist issues, 
while the Haredim have forged 
ahead in building up their educa- 
tional networks. They desperately 
need money to save their agricultur- 
al settlements, which have sunk 
along with those of the Alignment, 
to whose system they were tied. 
They also want to hang on to their 
bank, United Mizrahi. despite its 
weakened state, in the obsolete be- 
lief that this will do them good. 

On all this, which is bread-and- 
butter stuff, they will get as good a 
hearing from Labour as from the 


The two big secular parties will have to decide

ideological” division over the territories is 
more important to them than their secular life- 
style. If it is, the Likud will form a coalition 
with the religious parties, and Labour will 
wither away in opposition, as the demographic 
trend works inexorably against it. 


in common, they also have signifi- 
cant differences. Shimon Peres was 
right in his comment that “the reli- 
gious parties are not all cut from the 
same cloth,” even if, for him at 
least, that realization has come too 
late. 


THE EASIEST place to begin is 
with the National Religious Party, 
since the secular Zionists feel rela- 
tively at ease talking to it. The pro- 
cess of this party's voters “returning 
home” has probably only just be- 
gun. and may be expected to contin- 
ue in future elections, as more ex- 
NRP voters accept that the confused 
and ineffectual. leadership of the 
Burg era has been replaced by a 
more committed group, which has 
renewed its grass-roots 
participation. 

The NRP agenda, apart from its 
well-known stand on the territorial 
issue, is easily understandable. Its 
voters feel more directly threatened 
by the rising haredi tide than do the 
secular parties, and its new Sephar- 
di-oriented leadership is well aware 


-that its main rival is not, as the 


pundits would have us believe, Te- 
hiya and the secular right. but Shas. 
If they needed proof, the fact that 
Shas ran well ahead of the NRP in 


Likud. 

But Avner Shaki. the NRP lead- 
er, will most definitely demand the 
rapid implementation of the Who is 
a Jew law, which is his hobby-horse. 
So, undoubtedly, will Aguda, since 
this is the top priority for the Luba- 
vitcher Rebbe. 


Labour cannot give in here, and . 


the Likud will feel extremely un- 
comfortable doing so, because it 
knows that this will spark a crisis 
with the Jeadership of the Reform 
and Conservative movements in 
American Jewry people whose ma- 
terial and political support it is going 
to need badly in the years ahead. 


SHAS, HOWEVER, does not place 
Who is a Jew high on its list of 
priorities, even within the context of 
religious legislation. And this is only 
one area in which Shas is different 
from Habad, and which helps to ex- 
plain why Shas is in an alliance with 
Degel Hatora against Aguda/Habad 
in the haredi camp. 

The other striking difference is in

The pendulum drops

It is conventional to write about 
elections in terms of the swinging of 
the pendulum. This is an election in 
which the morning-after feeling is 
that the pendulum has dropped off 
and hit the electorate on the head. 

Gut feelings are worth more here 
than the computer graphics. For us. 
politics can never be just a spectator 
sport. If there is one conviction that 
Tepresents ἃ true national consensus 
it is that we never get the govern- 
ment we deserve. 

Perhaps that explains the intensi- 
ty of the pre-election activity and 
the high degree of participation in 
the voting, side by side with a dis- 
tinct lack of enthusiasm for the prin- 
cipal contenders. The way the tap 
leaders are featured in the cam- 
paign, one would think that we had 
a presidential system of govern- 
ment. But who would ever wear a 
“Shamir” or “Peres™ button? 

The Tel Aviv University profes- 
sors who came up with a detailed 
proposal for a constitution proposed 
the direct election of the prime min- 
ister, along with a reform of the 
Knesset election system. Election 
reform. of course. has been an issue 
almost since ‘Israel's independence. 
It almust became a reality in the 
outgoing Knesset, only to be gunned 
down by Prime Minister Shamir, out 
of consideration for his present and 
intended future coalition parmers. 
As long as the majar parties are 
dependent on the religious bloc. the 
chances of election reform are slim. 

However, the idea of direct elec- 
tion of the prime minister. with a 
mun-off in case no candidate gets a 
majority on the first round, is rela-

tively new. It may seem illogical in a 
political system in which ideological 
cleavages play such a significant 
role. There is always the danger that 
it could produce a deadlock between 
a popularly elected head of govern- 
ment and a fragmented legislature. 
Still, it might produce a popular 
mandate for the direction that the 
electorate has chosen, with al] the 
moral and political strength that 
goes with it. 


If there is a readily definable defi- 
ciency in the {sraeli polity today, it is 
a clear sense of direction. Let the 
haredim vote for the Knesset list the 
rabbi supports. But require them — 
or the rabbi - to make a commit- 
ment via the ballot box {and not in 
the post-election coalition bargain- 
ing) to the individual who will lead 
the nation in the four years ahead. 

As things stand, Shamir will have 
to go into a sort of international 
conference — with the Lubavitcher 
Rav, in Brooklyn. whose streimel air- 
lift was the most publicized of his 
pre-election ploys. Indeed, Shamir's 
proposed path to Greater Israel lies 
via Greater Brooklyn, and a number 
of overseas centres of power. Even 
those Aaredi parties who have spiri- 
tual leaders actually living here rely 
on overseas financial support. 

In some cases, although Chabad is 
certainly not one of them. this may 
prove a moderating factor. There is 
a principle, sometimes invoked in 
haredi quarters, not to antagonize 
the govim. 


OVERSEAS ORTHODOX reli- 
gious influence is a form of foreign 
intervention that has become a rec- 
ognized part of the Israeli political 
game. More than once. a Knesset 
vote on religious issues has hung on 
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a phone conversation with a promi- 
nent Boston rabbi. This diaspora 
meddling with Israeli politics has 
never been known to disturb the so- 
called national camp. Only to a mar- 
ginal extent has there been an appli- 
cation of countervailing force from 
mainstream Jewish religious groups 
in the United States. 


The traditional oon-intervention 
of non-Orthodox American Jewry 
in internal Israeli affairs has been 
responsible for the belief even in 
elitist circles here that most obser- 
vant American Jews are Orthodox. 
A distinguished Israeli public offi- 
cial once told me that Friday night 
cinema had to be banned here, as 
the demands and expectations of the 
majority of the Jewish people, who 
were in the diaspora, had to be 
respected. Ἁ 

Of course, this misperception 
works both ways. Abroad Israel is 
often popularly perceived as ortho- 
dox in religious observance and 
maximalist on the question of the 
territories. No wonder those who fit 
the description are almost the only 
candidates for aliya. This is a mis- 
perception that reinforces itself, as 
mainstream non-orthodox diaspora 
Jews assume that their place is not 
here. 

A parallel misconception among 
foreign non-Jews may explain why it 
sometimes happens that they sup- 
port extremist religious groups in 
israel. Apparently they are persuad- 
ed that they are simply aiding spiri- 
tual endeavours in the Jewish state. 

Take U.S. Senator Daniel Patrick 
Moynihan, for example. As U.S. 
representative to the U.N., Moyni- 
han did yeoman service in opposing 
the General Assembly's resolution 
equating Zionism with racism. But

Nothing is totally impossible in 
buman affairs; only improbable. 
But Israelis -- including myself, who 
are avid for persuasive signs of such 
an Arab and Palestinian change of 
héart, need hard evidence. And the 
crade Abu Ivad and Abu Sharif at- 
tempts at persuading American -- 
not Israeli — public opinion, of the 
thesis of a new PLO, hardly consti- 
tutes evidence that any reasonable 

Ὁ would accept. Certainly not 
when the true PLO continues to ex- 
press itself in the murderous events 
in Jericho and in southern Lebanon 
and in continuing the intifada in the 
territories. 

The arguments for or against the 
urgency of negotiating the future of 
the territories now. are admittedly 
more complex than the above. But if 
one is speaking of this issue in the 
context of an election, the unavoid- 
able conclusion is that there was no 
way that Labour could have won the 
elections on that issue. 

In addition Peres also insisted on 
placing himself, and the question of 
public confidence in him, rather 
than in Labour’s record as opposed 
to that of the Likud, at the centre of 
the campaign. Not since Ben Gur- 
ion’s days has so much emphasis 
been placed on the personalities of 
the contending leaders. But Peres is 
not Ben Gurion. And on this issue 
too, he took a monumental gamble, 
and Jost. 

He has now led his party to four 
electoral defeats. There are rational 
explanations for every one of those 
losses. There is also no denying that 
in his two years as prime minister, 
Peres proved himself to be head and 
shoulders above the Likud's Yitz- 
hak Shamir. ἡ _ : 

The present defeat of the Peres- 
led Labour party would seem, how- 
ever, to corroborate the suspicion 
that arose, after the July 1984 elec- 
tions. If Peres at that time could not 
lead his party to victory over a lack- 
Justre Shamir, and over a Likud 
clearly tarred in the eyes of the elec- 
torate with unambiguous guilt for 
the catastrophes of Lebanon and the 
runaway inflationary spiral, there 
must be something in the chemistry 
between a majority of the electorate 
and Peres, that makes him virtually 
unelectable. 


One of the most interesting devel- _ 


opments unfolding in Israeli poli- 
tics, which will be stepped up in the 
coming weeks and‘months will be 
the turmoil in Labour around an 
attempt to persuade Peres to step 
down from the leadership of the par- 
ty. There is no certainty that this 
attempt will succeed at first shot, 
but the challenge will undoubtedly.

WITH LIKUD and Labour losing 
seats and Tehiya being cut down by 
two seats, the obvious winner in the 
elections was the religious bloc, and 
more specifically, the three anti-Zi- 
onist haredi parties.

18 seats in the Knesset. The size of 
the observant Jewish population is 
variously estimated at being some- 
where between 20-25 per cent. 
Some religious voters always voted 
for secular parties. That phenome- 


non grew significantly in the years . 


that Menachem Begin was prime 
minister, when many religious vot- 


ers voted for Likud or later for 
Tehiya. 

Many of them have now returned 
home to their religious parties, 
which accounts for the decline in 
Tehiya and the loss of some votes by 
the Likud, and is a partial explana- 
tion for where Kahane’s potential 
voters went. 

Such ἃ dispassionate analysis 
should not ignore the i ive 
achievement of the Lubavitcher 
Rebbe and his Habad cohorts in 
whipping up haredi enthusiasm and 
in getting out the vote for the 
Aguda. Nor should one underrate 
the impact of a medicine man like 
the Baba Baruch, nor that of the 
unabashed mobilization of rabbinic 
divines to swear their flocks to vot- 
ing for the party that is the Lord’s 
anointed (four sach parties ad- 
vanced this claim). 

There is nothing basically danger- 
ous or reprehensible in a 20 per cent 
observant minority having a 15 per 
cent representation in the Knesset. 
Where the problems lie is in the fact 
that there has been a revolutionary 
turnabout in the make-up of that 
population and the parties which 
represent it. Whereas, in the more 
distant past a moderate, pragmatic 
and Zionist NRP accounted for 
three quarters of the religious bloc, 
today the anti-Zionist haredi parties 
account for over two thirds of it, and 
the NRP has become a clone of 
Tehiya. 

Many of us have forgotten, but 
before the Palestinian intifada 
broke out, the most troublesome in- 
ternal conflict in Israel was the bur- 
geoning confrontation between a 
newly self-confident and aggressive 
haredi camp and the secular major- 
ity. There were even the first signs 
of serious secular backlashes in re- 
sponse to haredi excesses. 

In this context, there is a very 
gteat probability that if a succesful 
shunting of the Palestinian intifada 
to the sidelines only permits us, we 
will soon be back fighting over those 
religious issues. One need only con- 
template the very real possibility of 
Avoer Shaki or one of the Shas rab- 
bis being minister of education, to 
understand the cant behind the 
cluck-clucking warnings against the 
outbreak of a possible religious-sec- 
ular kudturkarmpf. On the part of the 
religious parties and the rabbis, that 
fight over the definition of what con- 
stitutes the Jewishness of the Jewish 
state is already in full swing. 

It behoves the majority of secular 
Israelis to realize the dangers to 
themselves and their children from 
these new Jewish missionaries and 
to organize to fight that winnable 
fight as intelligently as possible. 

A of such a fight must 
entail a major attempt to remind the 
basically secular Likud of its respon- 
sibilities as the governing party of 
Israel. There must'be clear limits to 
what they may surrender to the har- 
edim, if they as the government, 
want to avoid a descent into far- 
reaching internal dissension and a 
break with the mainstream of world 
Jewry. 

There is good reason to believe 
that Yitzhak Shamir, Moshe Arens 
and others in the Likud understand 
those problems. Whether they are 
also aware of those limits is yet to be 


proved. 

One of the most urgent ways of 
guaranteeing the interests of the sec- 
ular majority is to suggest to Labour 
that the best role that it can play in 
this struggle would be to inform the 
Likud that Labour will abstain rath- 
er than vote “no” in the vote of 
confidence on a Shamir government 
without the religious parties. This 
would allow the Likud to pay as 
low a price as possible to its poten- 
tial religious bloc partners — or even 
to set up a minority Likud govern- 
ment without the religions.

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Post-election hypocrisy 


SUDDENLY IT’S NOT war or 
Peace any more, not democracy or 
apartheid, not the rule of law or 
colonialist oppression. 


Suddenly the great existential is- 
sue facing the state, in the eyes of 
those who call themselves the “nor- 
mal moderates” (ha'shfuyim), who 
purport to be the spiritual heirs of 
the Zionist-founding fathers, is 
whether they can go to the cinema 
on Friday nights, or to a cafe. 


They. aren’t even howling about 
“Who is a Jew,” which is the great- 
est single issue of principle in the 
looming kulturkampf. 

But that's an issue of principle. It 
concerns the status of a tiny handful 
of immigrants, and the feelings of 
millions of non-Israeli Jews who live 
far away.

Judaism, which, remember, we 
all rightly claim to venerate, always 
distinguished between hayei sha’a, 
the transient, and hayei olam,the 


everlasting. 

For us poor defeated shfuyim 
(some of whom may be religious, 
Orthodox, or ultra-Orthodox -- but 
that is their private business), hayei 
sha’a is the kulturkampf with mili-

tant religiosity. It ebbs and flows. 
When it flows, it is irritating and 
even frightening for many secular 
people. But ultimately it is ephem- 
eral, revocable. ; 


What is irrevocable is war, “trans- 
fer.” annexation and its inevitable 
consequences. Death and suffering 
are permanent and irrevocable. The 
destruction of Israel from without, 
God forbid. would be irrevocable. 
The transmutation of Israel from 
within into a racist and non-demo- 
cratic state would have irrevocable 
consequences, 


That was why, two elections ago, 
the then-Mapam leader Victor 
Shemtov declared that he would fa- 
vour far-reaching concessions to the 
Orthodox parties, if that could help 
create a coalition committed to 
peace. That is what Ezer Weizman 
meant when he said, in his crude but 
trenchant way, that he would don a 
shireimel if that could help. 


If you are convinced about your 
own values and lifestyle, then even 
if you don a shireimel for pragmatic 
political reasons — in order to serve 
the really existential interests of the 
Zionist enterprise -- you can always 
take it off again later. But the vic- 
tims of war and persecution, the in- 
dividuals and even the democratic 
are itself, cannot be brought back 
to life. ' 


AND WHAT HYPOCRISY there 
is in this post-election wailing from 
the Left! 

It was Benny Begin, in the wee 
hours of that awful night, who noted 
wryly that if the arithmetic had been 
just a litte different, and the Left 
were kow-towing to Shas and 
Aguda, some of the same trendy- 
lefties would be churning out rea- 
sons and rationalizations to justify 
it. :

IT WOULD BE sad and 
shameful were we to have al- 
lowed the intercession of the 
Knesset election to drive from 
our minds the herror of last 
Sunday's crime by three or 
more residents of Jericho. A 
woman and her three infants 
were bummed to death when 
petrol bombs, hurled from am- 
bush, set fire to a bus on its way 
from Tiberias to Jerusalem. {1 
must not be forgotten. unless 
we are prepared to pass over 
the whole story of Jewish mar- 
tyrdom and heroism. in the 
Christian and the Islamic 
worlds, in our own times as 
well as down through the ages. 

How chilling for their associ- 
ations are the sounds of the 
innocents’ names. The mother. 
Rahel, a devoted teacher in Is- 
rael, whose eponym, one of the 
four mothers of the Jewish peo- 
ple, is the paradigm of Jewish 
motherhood, forcibly threw off 
the effort of the heroic army 
sergeant Ron Kleinwald to res- 
cue her from the flames. choos- 
ing to die with her baims rather 
than save her own self. Her 
ancestress still today, in the 
words of Jeremiah, weeps for 
her children. “for they are 
not.” Who will weep for the 
children of Rahel Weiss who 
herself “is not.” unless we do? 

Netanel, the firstbom, three- 
and-a-half years old, was, his 
name suggests, “a gift from 
God.” Nine persons in the Bi- 
ble bear that name. "God gives 
arid God takes away,” the buri- 
al service observes. 

Raphael, two-and-a-half, 
bore the name of one of the 
four guardian archangels. In 
Jewish angelology, it was Ra- 
phael who alone supported the

THE WEAPONS used to kill 
any Israelis who might be pass- 
ing through Jericho were bot- 
tles filled with petrol or some 
other highly flammable liquid, 
with a short lighted fuse that 
ignites the fuel as the missile 
smashes against its target. They 
came to prominence as ἃ means 
of guerrilla warfare in the early 
stages of the German invasion 
of the Soviet Union. They were 
known as Molotov cocktails in 
honour of the then deputy to 
Statin, who was the first to call 
on the Soviet people. poorly 
prepared by their beloved “fa- 
ther,” to resist the Nazi invad- 
er, the erstwhile ally, with all 
the meagre means at their dis- 
posal. Their targets were Ger- 
Tan tanks. 

In Jericho, the targets, some 
100 times. have been mainly 
civilian. 

Not only is Jericho, city of 
palms, the lowest city in the 
world, it is the oldest. It is so 
named either because of the 
fragrance (re’ah) of its fruit or 
because its founders were said 
to be worshippers of the moon 
(yare’ah) and/or because the 


cultural blessings of water, soil 
and sun were in the past few

Dukakis: a of Jewish vote Close race for. 


FOR HYMAN Bookbinder, coordi- 
nator of the Democratic Party's ef- 
fort to capture the Jewish vote on 
November 8, this is truly the best of 
times and the worst of times. 

On the down side. Bookbinder -- 
like the rest of Dukakis" top aides -- 
is being forced to stare at a hard 
reality: that the Dukakis campaign 
which soared out of the Democratic 
Convention last July with a 17-point 
advantage over Republican George 
Bush, is almost certainly going to be 
defeated by Bush in next Tuesday's 
election, mast likely by a crushing 
margin. But unlike most of his col- 
leagues, Bookbinder can take a 
great deal of comfort in the fact that 
Dukakis seems poised to sweep the 
Jewish vote over Bush by as large a 
margin as,or even a larger margin 
than, Walter Mondale’s 68-32 shel- 
lacking of Ronald Reagan in (984. 

“Booky.” the charming and ven- 
erable dean of Washington Jewish

supporters of Bush as Jacob Stein, a 
former chairman of the Conference 
of Presidents of Major American 
Jewish Organizations, predicted in 
August that Bush would achieve a 
breakthrough in the Jewish commu- 
nity, topping 40 per cent and possi- 
bly even garnering a majority, Neu- 
man responded, “I never predicted 
a breakthrough, and our goal was 
never to achieve a majority. We are 
only after a respectable number of 
Jewish votes, a Jewish vote that is 
sufficient to put us over the top in 
tight races in some key states.” 


REPUBLICAN CHANCES for a 
much more respectable showing in 
the Jewish sector seemed far 
brighter in the wake of the two party 
conventions last summer. 

At the Democratic Convention in 
Adanta in July, many Jews were 
dismayed at Jesse Jackson's success 
in forcing Dukakis to accept a de- 
bate on the convention floor of a 
Jackson-inspired resolution calling 
for Palestinian self-determination, 
and by some sustained booing from 
Jackson supporters convention 
when Rep. Charles Schumer (D- 
NY) rose to defend Israel's position 
during the debate. Despite repeated 
sharp denials by Dukakis and his top 
aides, many American Jews re- 
mained suspicious that Dukakis had 
made a secret deal with Jackson 
which would give the black leader 
and his pro-Third World friends in- 
fluence over a Dukakis administra- 
tion’s Middle East policy. 

In sharp contrast, the Republican 
Convention unanimously endorsed 
an extravagantly pro-Israel platform 
that no less an authority than Aipac 
executive director Thomas Dine 
called the best ever by either party. 
In addition to calling for specific 
steps to enhance the U-S.-Istael 
strategic relationship, the GOP plat- 
form outdid the Democrat plank 
{which was actually written in con- 
junction with Aipac) by calling for 
Tepeal of the 1975 UN “Zionism is 
racism™ resolution and by denounc- 
ing anti-Semitism. 

But the Republican platform also 
contained planks that alienated 
many Jews. such as an uncompro- 
mising call for the elimination of 
legalized abortion.silent Prayer in 
the public schools, and opposition to 
gun control and ‘the Equal Rights 
Amendinent. 


Jews were also put off by Bush’s 
selection as his vice president of 
Sen. Dan Quayle of Indiana, a sena- 
tor with a less than outstanding re- 
cord on foreign aid and arms sales to 
“moderate” Arab states, who was 
an avid promoter of the New Right 
social agenda, and who had grown 
up in a family involved with the 
extreme rightist John Birch Society. 

Things quickly turned worse for 
the Bush campaign when early in 
September, the Washington Jewish 
Week broke a story charging that 
eight members of the campaign's 
Ethnic Outreach Coalition had neo- 
Nazi or fascist ties. Responding to 
the crisis, the Bush campaign fired 
one Coalition member who had de- 
fended John Demjanjuk.but de- 
nounced the charges against the oth- 
ers named in the Story as “politically 
inspired garbage." 


WELL INTO OCTOBER, the im- 
pression lingered that the Jewish 
community might indeed be moving 
fitfully in the direction of si rt 
for Bush. But in the middle of the 
month, William Helmreich, a New 
York University researcher, re- 
leased ἃ study commissioned by the 
Washington Jewish Week,Long Is- 
land Jewish World and Palm Beach 
Jewish World.which showed 61 per 
cent of American Jews backing Du- 
kakis, 15 per cent supporting Bush, 
and 22 per cent undecided. 

The poll showed that despite the 
Republican platform, Jews felt Du- 
kakis would be better on Israel than 
Bush by a 42-17 per cent plurality.

It also showed somewhat less Jew- 
ish antipathy toward Jackson than 
expected; with 27 per cent saying 
they saw Jackson's participation in 
the campaign as a positive factor, 41 
percent that they saw it as a ne;

difference to them.

A strong supporter of Shimon Peres 
and of Peace Now, Kelman said he 
was backing Bush because he was 
angered by the openly anti-Israel 
demonstration at the Democratic 
Convention, and feit that the pro- 
Jackson people supporting resolu- 
tions calling for the kind of “pro-self 
determination for both Israelis and 
Palestinians“ that he himself had 
supported within the Jewish com- 
munity “simply do not have Israel's 
best interests at heart.” ” 

Neuman strongly rejected the no- 
tion that Bush, believing that he will 
win a substantial victory in any case. 
has basically written off the Jewish 
vote. 

Noting that within the last two 
weeks, Bush has made major ap- 
pearances before a lay and rabbinic 
leadership group in Skokie, Di. and 
at the Simon Wiesenthal Centre in 
Los Angeles, Neuman said: 

“I would say this is pretty clear 
evidence that George Bush is not 
writing off the Jewish vote. When 
has Michael Dukakis 2; be- 
fore a Jewish audience recently? It 
would appear that Dukakis thinks 
he has the Jewish vote already won, 
and doesn't have to appear before 
Jewish groups.” 

Neuman denied that the Republi- 
can Jewish outreach campaign had 


sought to frighten Jews of Jackson's |- 


alleged influence on Dukakis, and 
said that Gordon Zacks, the lay 
chairman of Bush's Jewish cam- 
paign effort, was not speaking for 
the campaign when he said during 2 
debate with Bookbinder recently 
that Dukakis had traded the Jewish 
community for the black 
community. 

But he stood behind another con- 
troversial Zacks statement, that the 
Democratic Party had offered a 
“safe haven" to anti-Zionism and 
anti-Semitism, noting that the 
charge had first been made by Mar- 
tin Peretz, editor of the prestigious 
New Republic” in reaction to the 
chorus of boos which greeted de- 
fenders of Israel on the floor'of the 
Democratic Convention. 

Neuman concluded by stating that 
while the Bush Jewish campaign ef- 
fort had sorhetimes been difficult, 
he believes Bush will be a friend to 
the Jews as President. 

“I am very proud of where Bush 
stands,” he satd.“* I believe he will 
be elected next week. and I think 
the American Jewish: community 
will be very satisfied with George 
Bush's senstivity and leadership on 
issues that are important to us.”

“Familiar party faces known to 
the public were deliberately kept in 
the background. Instead, people 
who were introduced as “experts” 
were brought in to explain specific 
problems. The voter was unfamiliar 
with them. He could not identify 
with them. He bad no reason to 
trust them.” 

Hillel said that the election propa- 
ganda concentrated too much on 
one man. “Labour put all its eggs 
into one basket. Campaign consul- 
tants, some of them foreign, were 
taken unawares when the Likud ex- 
ploited personality-related and ca- 
reer-related image problems, real or 
alleged, in a crude and even merci- 
less style. A broader spread of La- 
bour personalities would have given 
the Likud less chance of turning the 
voters ‘off Labour as a whole by 
seizing conveniently on a particular 
Achilles’ heel,” he said. 

He was upset at the way Labour 
election themes failed to reflect par- 
ty decisions fully. “When there are 
misunderstandings over Labour 
principles, how are we supposed to 
support the individuals behind the 
misunderstandings?"’ he asked 
thetorically. 

“Let us straighten out our con- 
cepts. It is not in the Labour tradi- 
tion to support or oppose the man as 
such, but to support or oppose the 
concept. Our party was always built 
on ideas, not on individuals. Labour 
is an ideological party. It was not a 
bevy of stars. We shall not survive if 
we run election campaigns on the 
theme of “Look at me, look at him, 
rely‘or-me and not-on him.“Simach, 
αἰαὶ (trost me’ blindly) is not the 
Labour way,” Hillel said. 

Hillel is not sorely troubled at the 
prospect of Labour's going into the 
opposition. “‘We were there be- 
tween 1977 and 1984. If it has to 
happen again we will manage. I trust 
that none of our ministers will be 
persuaded into calling for a coalition 
with the Likud just because they 
want to hold on to their seats. After 
all, a spell of duty in the opposition 
may offer Labour a good opportuni- 
ty to reform and rebuild. At the 
same time, it could be argued that 
by serving in a coalition we could 
serve vital national interests and 
that has to be examined,” he con- 
ceded, 

He is annoyed by being labelled a 
“Labour hawk." ‘We once had 
hawks who advocated a Greater Is- 
rael but they left and went else- 
where. My place is in the centre, in 
the mainstream.” 

He conceded that Labour had to 
plough a difficult furrow because it 
‘was not a party of extremes or of ἃ 
clear-cut yes or no. “Because we 
aspire to a territorial compromise, 
and face a reality far more compli- 
cated than the unreality of those 
who say “all or nothing.” our mes- 
sage to our supporters cannot be 
over-simplified and slick, as it was. 
We should have presented a full pic- 
ture, but we didn't. We undercut 
ourselves by highlighting only part 
of our positions. We played on the 
Likud's ground by stressing points 
on which it was most convenient and 
simplest for them to attack us by 
merciless distortions,” he said. 

“At the same time we chose not 
to attack the Likud in its soft under- 
belly of total withdrawal from Si- 
nai,” he said.

Rabbi Menahem Hacohen tells Daniel Gavron

MENAHEM HACOHEN was not 
in the least surprised by the remark- 
able achievement of the ultra-Or- 
thodox parties in the elections, and 


he places the blame for it squarely © 


on the leaders of the secular parties 
— including his own Labour party. 

The Moshav Movement rabbi. 
whose proposal to create a moder- 


ate, centrist, Alignment-leaning, re- 
ligious party was rejected by La- 
bour, is scathing in his criticism of 
party leader Shimon Peres and his 


number-two Yitzhak Rabin. 


“I blame Shimon Peres and Yitz- 


bak Rabin even more than Yitzhak 


Shamir. If Peres goes to [former 


chief rabbi] Ovadia Yosef and there- 


by makes him legitimate, what do 
you expect from the simple, tradi- 


tionally-minded voter?" he asks. 


“David Ben-Gurion -- even Mena- 
graves, 


chem Begin — never visited 
as Peres went to the Baba Sali’s.” 


The Labour leaders, charges Ha- 
cohen, have made superstition re- 
spectable and tried to form an alli- 
ance with “people who basically 
hate the State of Israel." If Peres 
Studies Mishna with Yosef and calls 
its a mitzva, says Hacohen, it in- 


creases the rabbi’s prestige. 


Hacohen himself has an “honor- 
ary position,” no.114 on the Align- 
ment Knesset list. One of his rea- 
sons for retiring from active political 
life was the “opportunistic pursuit” 
of rabbis like Yosef and Schach, in- 
stead of working out an honest ap- 
proach to the problem of religion in 
modern society. 

There are more than 20,000 yeshi- 
va students, he notes, who do not do 
army service, nor do they have any 
other obligations apart from study, 
who were mobilized for the elec- 
tions. ‘’They worked night and day. 
Anyone who visited a yeshiva in the 
past month would have found it 
empty. The ultra-Orthodox mobi- 
lized a whole army of party 
workers.” 


Hacohen places the Habad move- 
ment, and its leader the Lubavitcher 
Rebbe, in the same category as Ova- 
dia Yosef and Shas: as practising 
superstition and perverting Juda- 
ism. “They did not only pain haredi 
votes,” he says. “Their votes came 
from the poor neighbourhoods and 
the development towns; They won 
seats from the Likud, the. NRP and 
the Alignment.” 

Despite its slight revival, the Na- 


tional Religious P: is still way 
below its peak of 12 Knesset seats,

he points out. Its extremism lost it 
votes: first to the extreme national- 
ists, and then to the ultra-Orthodox. 
Previously people asked them- 
selves, “If the Greater Land of Isra- 
el is the vital thing, why shouldn't 
we vote for Tehiya or the Likud?” 
This time, they said, “If religious 
legislation is the thing to fight for, 
let’s go to the ultra-Orthodox 
camp." 

There has been a steady erosion, 
says Hacohen. and the winners have 
been the anti-Zionist parties: Shas, 
Aguda and Degel Hatora. “Don’t 
misunderstand me," he cautions. 
“The people in the development 
towns and neighbourhoods who vot- 
ed for Shas or Aguda love Israel and 
love the army; but inevitably they 
will be gradually influenced in the 
direction of evading military 
service." 


THE CONCEPT of an alliance be- 
tween Labour and the #aredim ona 
dovish political platform is an illu- 
sion, declares the Moshav Move- 
ment rabbi. It is true that Rabbi 
Eliezer Schach is a dove and that 
Rabbi Ovadia Yosef is on record as 
favouring territorial concessions for 
peace; but this 15 irrelevant. 


“They know who their supporters 
are, and they will never antagonize 
them by going with Labour on the 
basis of territory for peace ~ just as 
they never come out really strongly 
against football games on the 
Shabbat.” 

They would be prepared to ally 
themselves with Labour, if the latter 
won a majority, or a blocking posi- 
tion, says Hacohen. In other words. 
if the Aligment was in a position to 
form a government, they would go 
with it to get money for their yeshi- 
vot; but not for any other reason. 
“Anyway, their dovishness stems 
from their hatred of the State of 
Israel. Schach would certainly agree 
to give away territory: he'd give 
away the entire state -- gladly!” 

Hacohen says he would be even 
more worried than he is, if the 
Alignment were in a position to set 
up an alliance with the ultra-Ortho- 
dox, “which would corrupt our 
society.” 

.. _ He is appalled at the way Ovadia

blessings,” and nobody opposed 
him or criticized him.

ens me as a religious Jew." The type 
of person who voted for Shas and 
Habad kisses a mezzuza, but goes to 
watch football on Shabbat, he says. 

Hacohen asserts that Shas was the 
chief beneficiary of the banning of 
Meir Kahane's Kach party. Shas 
openly bid for the Kach votes. and 
Kach told its supporters to vote for 
Shas. “They have the same type of 
voters and the same type of :ppeal,”* 
Hacohen observes. 

He rejects the concept that the 
ultra-Orthodox parties fave ud- 
vanced the cause of Judaism 
el. Their years in the go 
and the coalition have simply vur 
them money, he maintains. Sabbath 
desecration has increased, and i::1- 
tred of the religious by the secuias 
has grown. 

“They don’t deal with Jewish edu- 
cation,” he maintains. “In educa- 
tion their only achievement has 
been to ensure that evasion of mili- 
tary service has become more 
widespread.” 

Hacohen is not surprised at the 
failure of the pollsters to predict the 
ultra-Orthodox surge. “The type of 
people who conduct these surveys 
don’t get to these people,” he points 
out, “and even if they did they 
wouldn't understand each othér. 
They inhabit different worlds.” 

The moshav rabbi is sorry about 
the failure of Meimad, the moderate 
religious party led by Rabbi Yehuda 
Amital. They are fine people. he 
allows, true scholars and good Jews: 
but they did not really get out into 
the field. “You can’t elect a Knesset 
member with the votes of a handful 
of intellectuals in Jerusalem and 
Bar-Nan." 


THE LABOUR PARTY now has

mortem, a soul- searching. followed - 
by a rigorous overhaul, Hacohen 


says. But he rejects change for its 
own sake: he is not looking for ven- 
geance or beheadings. 


“T would replace Peres and Rabin 
without any hesitation.” he de- 
clares, “but we have to replace them 
with someone better. I don't say 
there isn't anyone better; but let's 
see wha we've got first. The party 
threw Abba Eban off its Knesset 
μοί, and I'm not convinced his re- 
placements were better than him.” 

He is scathing in his criticism of 
the Alignment election campaign, 
which was run by relations consul- 
tants and advertisers. “Where were 
our prominent members?" he de- 
mands to know. “Why didn’t we see 
Teddy Kollek, Ora Namir. Haim 
Zadok. David Libai on television?” 

However. he says, the post mor- 
tem must be far more basic. it must 
deal with principles, and not merely 
with personalities. The Labour 
movement has to examine its ideolo- 
gy and beliefs, and decide what to 
do about the Hevrat Ha’ovdim in- 
dustries. the moshavim and the kib- 
butzim. 

On a personal level he is prepared 
to play an active part in working out 
a genuine modus vivendi between 
the Labour movement and the reli- 
gious population. based on honesty 
rather than opportunism. “*Other- 
wise ΓῚ be happy to sit with my 
books and write.” he admits, 

“We in the Labour party must 
conduct the post mortem at once; 
but that doesn’t mean it can be su- 
perficial,” he insists. “We must de- 
cide what our principles are, and 
resolve to stand by them. We must 
stop being ready to sell out every- 
thing in order to gain power.”

An Israeli-Arab patriot 


THE 12TH KNESSET is yet to 
start work, but some of its distinc- 
tions are already known. 

it will be the first Knesset in Isra- 
el’s parliamentary annals without 
the ubiquitous Dr. Yosef Burg of 
the National Religious Party; and it 
will have only a single MK who has 
served, without interruption, from 
the first Knesset, elected in 1949, to 
the new one. 

That unique status belongs to Ra- 
kah's Tewfik Toubi, a Christian 
Arab from Haifa and a veteran 
Communist activist. 

This. Toubi believes, may ex- 
plain, at least partially, why it was so 
widely assumed that he would be the 
One to open the 12th Knesset’s pro- 
ceedings and swear in all its MKs. 
This honour, according to Knesset 
rules. is reserved for the doyen of 
MKs. 

In the past, it was a pretty safe 
practice, especially as there were so 
many Labour veterans. No one 
stopped to think what would happen 
if the oldest member of the House 
were not so mainstream and estab- 
lishment or. possibly, not even Jew- 
ish. Hence the shock felt in many 
quarters at the prospect that the new 
parliament of the Jewish state would 
be sworn in by a Commununist, and 
an Arab to boot. 


WITH A WRY smile, however, 
Toubi hastens “to allay at least half 
of the anxiety,” as he puts it. De- 
spite his very distinguished, white- 
haired. elder-statesman appear- 
ance, he will not be ‘aunching the 
12th Knesset, for contrary to the 
popular misconception, he is not the 
oldest MK around. 

According to what he tells The 
Post, he is a mere ὅδ, four years 
junior to Rakah’s number one, Meir 
Wilner. So while the new Knesset 
will not have an Arab swearing in its 
members, it may very well still be 
saddled with a Communist for the 
job, something that would not nec- 
essarily make the prospect any more 
savoury for many. 

But. says Toubi.’ things are not 
even that simple, because Wilner is 
not the oldest MK either. That dis- 
tinction. he points out. belongs to 
Prime Minister Shamir, a spry 73. 

Then could he be the one to open 
the session? 

“That would be breaking the cus- 
tom that a minister does not do it.” 
Toubi replies. “Four years ago. 
Burg was the oldest MK, but it was 
decided that because he was a minis- 
ter, he would not get the honour and 
that it would go instead to the next 
oldest MK, Abba Eban. 

“This time, the next oldest is 
Wilner. who by the way. also served 
in the first Knesset. but he has not 
served continuously till today. 
There was a break of a few years in 
his case, which there wasn't in mine. 

“In my nearly 40 vears in the 
House. I've seen many tricks,” he 
continues, “but I would say that 
there is no way to deny Wilner the 
honour. He will be there and will 
make the opening speech, no matter 
what. Those who don’t like us may 
find it very unpalatable, but they 
will have to swallow it neverthe- 
less.” he declares, with obvious 
satisfaction. 


TOUBI LABELS AS “cheap gos- 
sip” the suggestion that Wilner was 
to have stepped down from Rakah’s 
number one slot, but was forced to 
stay on because it was thought “un- 
desirable” that he. an Arab. Ra- 
kah's number two and Wilner's nat- 
ural successor, should head the list. 

However. the word among Rakah 
pundits iy that an Arab at the head 
of the list is regarded unfavourably , 
first and foremost, in Moscow, 
which also fears an internecine bat- 
de should Wilner leave his perch at 
the top.

{n fact, say many, Toubi is al- 
ready the real leader of Rakah, and 
is kept in the second slot at Mos- 
cow's explicit insistence, lest the 
party be stigmatized in Israel as a 
sectarian Arab party. 


To back their contention. Rakah 
insiders pointed out to The Post that 
the Soviet Encyclopedia devotes 
more lines to Toubi than to Wilner, 
arguing that this is a reliable mea- 
sure of importance in the Commu- 
nist context. ‘Nothing in the encylo- 
pedia is accidental.” it was stressed 
for our benefit. 


Toubi hotly discounts any such 
talk. and even chides this reporter 
for asking such questions, “15 un- 
becoming. Wilner was and remains 
the leader.” 


WHILE ‘HE ENJOYS sardonically 
putting our minds at rest about his 
not opening the first session of the 
new Knesset, Toubi embarks at con- 
siderable length on the speech that 
he would have delivered to the 
House had he indeed been the doy- 
en of MKs. 

“I would have wished this new 
Knesset that it would be the one to 


end occupation and give back all the« 


territaries occupied in 1967, and 
that it would be the one to ratify a 
peace agreement with the Palestin- 
jan nation, which would be based on 
the concept of two states for two 
nations,” he says. commenting that 
whether Rakah’s political adversar- 
ies,like it or not, this message is 
likely to be delivered at the opening 
session anyway. 

“ They may heave a sigh of relief 
that they will not hear these words 
from me, but they will hear them 
from Wilner.” he predicts 

Should a Palestinian state be es- 
tablished, he says, he would still re- 
gard himself as an Israeli. 

“There are those who would like 
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to stir up trouble over my Palestin- 
ian Arab identity and my Israeli citi- 
zenship, It wil! do them no good. [ 
am both, though the continuing 
strife certainly creates tension and 
Stress. There is no contradiction be- 
tween the interests of the qwo na- 
tions, which is why I support the 
struggle against occupation. It’s not 
an anti-Israeli stand. My stand ἰ5 
that of an Arab patriot who has 
Israel's best interests in mind." * 


TEWFIK TOUBI WAS was a Haifa 
merchant when he was first elected 
to the Knesset. He had raken over 
the family business at 19, after his 
father's death. He married Olga, the 
sister of another Arab Communist 
luminary and MK, the late Emil Ha- 
bibi. The couple have one son, Eli- 
as.-who completed his medical stud- 
ies in Leningrad. 

Although Defence Minister Ra- 
bin recently dubbed Toubi “Abu 
Iyad Two.” he is in fact more ac- 
cepted by rival MKs these days than 
ever before. His worst time was in 
Ben-Gurion’s day when, along with 
Herut’s Menachem Begin, he was 
subjected to the Old Man's vindic- 
tive wrath. 

“Once in the "SOs." he recounts, ** 
Ben- Gurion screamed at me that I 
was Slandering the IDF and that I 
was ἃ hooligan. As he made his ac- 
cusations. a young Labour MK tried 
to beat me up. I was then removed 
from seven plenum sessions. | have 
since been subjected to many such 
punitive measures.” 

But there were others whose rela- 
tions with him were more civil. 

“Begin always behaved like a per- 
fect gentleman towards me, though 
clearly we never saw eye to eye,” he 
says. “He always greeted me with 
‘Shalom’ and exchanged a sentence 
or two with me. Geula Cohen, too, 
has never failed to say hello. Burg 
once protected me from Ben-Gur- 


ion when he was deputy Speaker." 

Looking back to his first days in 
the Knesset, Toubi observes that 
“basically, not much has changed 
and the essential situation remains 
unaltered. In fact, I think I could 
quite easily deliver today the very 
same speech I made in the First 
Knesset, when I argued that without 
two states there would be no peace. 

“Today. perhaps there.are better 
chances for the realization of that 
dream. The Arab world. speaks dif- 
ferently, the PLO extends the hand 
of peace to Israel, and in Israel there 
are more and more forces who real- 
ize that without an accommodation 
with the Palestinians, there will be 
no respite from violence.” 


IT WAS IN this context that Toubi 
referred to the murder the previous 
day. in the fire-bomb attack near 
Jericho, of the young Israeli mother 
and her three children. 

He regretted the pre-election day 
“action” because “it does not help 
the peace-seeking forces.” But he 
placed the blame on “the occupa- 
tion, which is responsible for the 
shedding of both Jewish and Arab 
blood. There will continue to be vic- 
tims as long as Palestinian aspira- 
tions continue to be repressed and’ 
as long as occupation is not ended.” 

To the observation that Israelis 
suffered considerably from Arab 
terror attacks even before 1967, 
Toubi reacted with the explanation 
that Palestinian aspirations were op- 
pressed by Jordan, Egypt and Israel, 
which were all in cahoots. At one 
time, he charged, Jordan’s King 
Abdullah and Egypt's King Farouk 
were engaged in a grand conspiracy 


ser. The Post pressed. 

Toubi thereupon cleared Nasser 
of any complicity in “the Zionist 
collusion with the forces of Arab 
reaction.” But , he pointed out,” he 
inherited a situation, and the Pales- 
tinians acted against Israel because 
Israel was the true barrier to their 
aspirations and the one responsible 
for their catastrophe in 1948." 


BEFORE ISRAEL'S birth and the 
attack upon it by Arab nations, inci- 
dentally, Toubi and other Arab 
Communists incurred the wrath of 
the Mufti, Haj Amin el-Husseini, 
and other Palestinian leaders by 
supporting the UN's partition 
résolution. 

“It was a way to end the British 
mandate,” he now explains.“Had it 
not been for the conspiracy of the 
Zionists, Arab reactionaries and 
Anglo-American imperialists, a Pal- 
estinian state would have been set 
up alongside Israel in 1948." 

From then on, Israel was the tar- 
get of Palestinian terrorism because, 
according to Toubi's historical inter- 
pretation, “it was constantly Israel 
which prevented the realization of 
Palestinian aspirations. 1 don’t say 
there were no mistakes on the Pales- 
tinian side. Sometimes there were 
attempts to express aspirations in a 
manner that wasn't advantageous.” 

He includes the PLO covenant in 
this category. 

* We don’t agree with all of it,” 
he says, “ yet it is certainly an ex- 
pression of the people's aspirations, 
though perhaps not such a successful 
expression.” 

In the same category comes the 
attack on “that bus.” as he refers to 
the one on which Rahel Weiss and 
her children travelled on Sunday. 

“This operation.” says Toubi, 
“doesn't suit the intifada, which 
from its inception, has abstained 
from violence and from hurting fel- 
Jow human beings, and is a peaceful 
expression of the true aspirations of 
the Palestinian people.” 
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First taste of democracy - 


IF IT IS true that the majority of 
Israelis - even those who now voted 
for the first time, had some knowl- 
edge of elections before, this is not 
the case of Ethiopian Israelis. For 
most Ethiopian Israelis, who arrived 
in the country in 1985, after the 1984 
elections, the 1988 elections were 
their first taste of democracy. 


About 300 Ethiopians live in the 
Mevasseret Zion absorption centre, 
near Jerusalem. On Monday morn- 
ing, one day before the elections, 
the streets there were clean of elec- 
tion propaganda and elections were 
by no means on the daily agenda. 

Men were still at work and wom- 
en could not tell us what was special 
about the following day. When 
asked about their plans for election 
day Tuesday, women said they 
would stay at home with their kids 
as usual. Perhaps because they did 
not understand Hebrew, the word 
Hhirot (elections) meant nothing to 
them. 

“Yes, I studied Hebrew three 
years ago,” Mamita Dassa told us in 
broken Hebrew,” but I cannot read; 
I am at home with the children, six 
children I have,” she smiled. 

“E cannot read; I don’t under- 
stand; I have never come across 
these pamphlets before,” said other 
women too, when we showed them 
party propaganda efforts, some of 
which written in Amharic. 

When she learned that the δες 
of paper she was holding in her hand 
was a Labour Party pamphlet in 
Amharic, Hadana Refael hastened 
to return it to us. When asked 
whether this meant she was not a 
Labour Party supporter, she burst 
out; “I'm for everybody! Everybody 
is O.K.! Labour is O.K.! Likud is 
O.K.! Mevasseret is O.K.!" 

Like all other Ethiopian women 
we visited, Refael -- who did not 
know whether we were from the 
Labour Party or from any other par- 
ty ~ let us into her house without 
asking questions, perhaps as she did 
with other less innocent visitors. 
When asked if party representatives 
had visited her house before, she 
said no. 


“NO PARTY representatives are 
allowed to enter the absorption cen- 
tre or to hold party rallies here,” we 
were told by Atara Kligman, the 
centre's manager. “It is the Jewish 
Agency’s strict policy to prohibit the 
politicization of the absorption cen- 
ters.” 


“Likud is Shamir and Labour is 
Peres,” said several non-political 
and not well-informed residents, 
who could relate the party to the 
personality but not to the ideology, 
and to whom the names Tehiya and 
CRM meant nothing. Mekunen 
Sevhat, a man of about 40, ex- 
plained that he would vote Likud 
because he was religious anc said he 
he had learned about the Likud only 
from the TV election broadcasts — 
which he did not find easy to 
understand, 

Unlike most of the front doors, 
that of the Yonas family had a La- 
bour Party sticker on it, beside one 
calling for a “Clean Israel.” When we 
told Ilana Yonas (who could not 
read the words of the sticker to us) 
that it was a Labour Party one, she 
hastened to remove it; she was 
about to take off the “Clean Israel” 
sticker too when we assured her it 
had nothing to do with the elections. 
“The kids brought them,” she ex- 
plained. 

“Likud is better,” she said. Yes, 
she knew of the elections about to 
take place but they were yet another

“ΡΟ NOT understand why people 
vote and then they vote again,” said 
ll-year- old Efraim Azazu, who 
thought once elections take place 
and a prime minister is elected there 
is no need to hold further elections. 
“Why vote again and again? Who- 
ever is elected should remain elect- 
ed forever." 

Messien Anbau, former head of 
the Ethiopian Immigrants Associa- 
tion, agreed. “Ethiopians tend to 
be right wing because they hate the 
Arabs,” he said, lating that 
only 5 per cent of the 10,000 Israeli 
Ethiopians would vote for Labour 
and that those who did not vote 
Likud would choose the religious 
parties. 

Anbau himself spoke bitterly of 
the Labour Party, which he accused 
of “destroying the Ethiopian com- 
munity by buying votes and promiss- 
ing jobs to poor, cnemployed Ethio- 
Pians if they voted Labour.” 

But election day had brought to 
the absorption c2ntre representa- 


tives of several parties. 

“Barly Tuesday morning we were 
visited by Likud and Labour activ- 
ists,”” we were were told by 2 30- 
year-old recent immigrant from the 
Soviet Union. “They did ‘not knock . 
on our (Soviet immigrants’) doors 
because we understand what's gomg 
on,” she explained. “They went to 
the Ethiopians" houses because they . 
do not understand: they came to 
take them to the polling stations.” 

The Ethiopian immigrants them- 
selves continued to deny the visits 
even when four men in Haredi dress 
were knocking on their very doors. 
“We don’t understand,” they smiled |, 
and took the pamphlets from the ᾽ 
hands of the four Aguda activists. 
The latter said they had come to 
offer voters transportation to the 
polling stations; they were reminded 
that the ballot boxes were just 
around the comer and that only pe- 
destrian paths but no road led to 
them. ; 
When told about the Jewish 
Agency's “strict policy” forbidding . 
party representatives on ‘the 
grounds, the Aguda men claimed 
that they had only come to bring the 
voters photos of the Lubavitcher 
Rebbe - photos adorned by the let- ἡ 
ter Gimmef. Only when asked how 
they could expect people who did 
not read Hebrew to identify the let- 
ter Gimme) at the ballot box, they y 
admitted that they were distributing © 
voting slips with the letter Gimmel. 

Ethiopians who came to the ballot 
box equipped with a voting slip were _ 
at least less perplexed than their fel- 
lows, who “just stood there behind 
the curtain for ‘hours’ and did not 
have any idea of what they were 
expected to do there," said chair- 
man of the elections committee at 
Mevasseret’s Moledet school, where 
voting took place. 

For despite what they had said the 
day before, the Ethiopian olim did 
come to vote, men and women 
alike, and in great numbers. “Be- 
cause party activists came over and 
brought them here, in groups,” the 
committee chairman explained. 

“We could not prevent them from . 
entering the centre; we were not 
there,” said Dalit Kassel, the cen-- 
tre’s social worker, the day after the 
elections. “In any case,” she added, 
“they voted for those they would - 
have liked to vote for, namely the

ON THE DAWN after the elec- 
tions, dark clouds of religious funda- 
mentalism and nationalism gathered 
across the sky. Israelis woke up to 
find themselves in a country soon to 
be dominated by a minority of pow- 
er-hungry extremist groups. 

The government which Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir is trying to 
form will consist of ministers advo- 
cating annexation, beside others 
who receive their orders from coun- 
cils of rabbis, sages and a rabbi re- 
siding in New York, who are openly 
anti-Zionist. Other members of the 
coalition will espouse 2 “‘transfer™ 


In his efforts to form a narrow, 
Tight-wing government Shamir ap- 
pears unperturbed by these dangers. 
Anything, he seems to think, is bet- 
ter than another national unity gov- 
emment with Labour. But Likud 
circles admit the party is in a bind. 

‘The National Religious Party and 
Shas are already talking of three 
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ministries each, not to mention the 
demands of Agudat Yisrael and De- 
gel Hatora. Tehiya will not be satis- 
fied with less than one ministry. 
And this is before Likud's own min- 
isters have received their piece of 
the cake. 

Despite Tehiya’s statement be- 
fore the elections, that it will condi- 
tion coalitional partnership with Li- 
kud on the Jatter’s renouncing the 
“corpse” of the Camp David Ac- 
cords, Shamir is not expected to 
have any trouble convincing the 
leaders of the dwindled party to join 
the government. After all, Likud is 
also not too anxious to implement 
the autonomy programme outlined 
in the Camp David Accords. 

Between the pressures from the 
various factions, Shamir will find 


bimself heading an impossible gov- 
ernment relying, on the one hand, 
On extreme right- wing nationalists, 
and on the other hand. on religious, 
anti-Zionist elements. 

The social and legislative changes 
desired by the 15 per cent ultra- 
religious minority will alienate Jew- 
isk communities throughout the 
world as well as large numbers of 
Likud supporters. After cil, many 
did not take into consideration that 
they were voting against soccer 
games on Saturdays and entertain- 
ment and movies on Friday nights, 
when they put the “Mahal” (Likud) 
slip into the polls. 


Likud leaders know that these © 


matters are not to be wifled with. 
Reports of people getting shot and 
wounded almost daily in the intifada 


do not even make interesting con- 
versation topics anymore.

That will effectively stymie the 

- political clout of the religious parties 
for some time to come. The alterna- 
tive would seem to be a steady 
growth of their support, after their 
dramatic breakthrough in . these 
elections. In this case, the secular 
right looks to have at least as much 
to lose, in the long run, as the secu- 
lar left.

ly assisted him. It was in Medzibozh 
in the Ukraine, the place where 
Rabbi Yisrael Baal Shem Tov, the 
founder of Hassidism. lived until his 
death and then was buried. Official- 
ly, the Jewish community is said to 
have disappeared in the Holocaust. 
But there was one man in town. 
Greenberg said, who knew Hebrew 
and read Jewish books. 

When they started their work, 20 
others joined them. Their first con- 
tact with Judaism had been when 
they saw Hassidim from the U.S. 
making pilgrimages there. “They 
were surprised that anyone Jewish 
had bothered to come there,” 
Greenberg said. 

In every place, he would look for 
the tomb of the Zaddik, as the lead- 
er of a hassidic group is called. 
Sometimes he would arrange for a 
new stone, sometimes for a new 
ohel, the structure often built over 
the grave of a holy person; some- 
times he would simply erect a mark- 
er showing where the grave was 
once situated. 

Since only in Moscow could 
Greenberg could find workmen able 
to engrave Hebrew letters on stone, 
he would have the memorial inscrip- 
tion put on a slab of marble. This, in 
turn, he would take by car or by 
train to the burial site, where he 
would arrange to have the marble 
slab encased in cement. 

Many Russian Jews, he said, have 
no contact whatever with Judaism, 
except for the Jewish cemetery 
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when a member of their family dies. 
But then they do see some impor- 
tance in Judaism. Sometimes, after 
they begin to work on the cemeter- 
ies. they also begin to learn. 


WITH THE WORK of restoring the 
cemeteries, he said. thousands of 
Hassidim will begin to go to the 
Ukraine, bringing with them books 
in Hebrew, English and Russian. 
The books will find their way to the 
Russian Jews. 

Surprisingly, Greenberg does not 
view his aliya as the end of his effort 
to restore the tombs of rabbis in the 
Soviet Union. In the present atmo- 
sphere, he said, he did not rule out 
the possibility that he could return 
for ἃ month every year to continue 
his work. 

Future projects include Byelorus- 
sia and Lithuania, where he hopes 
to restore the graves of the great 
sages of the Mitnagdim, the follow- 
ers of the Gaon of Vilna who bitter- 
ly fought Hassidism. “I don't want 
to be a Jew only for the Hassidim,” 
he said. 

He regarded his work as just one 
aspect of a general effort to revive 
Jewish life in the Soviet Union, an 
effort that includes revitalizing syna- 
gogues, providing books, reinstitut- 
ing prayers and providing a library 
and museum. One of the exhibits in 
the new museum opened by Jewish 
activists in Moscow, he said, should 
be photographs of the restored 
tombs.

damaged irremediably. It will be 
stepping backward towards the 
more primitive standards that pre- 
ceded the liberal revolutiom and the 
Age of Reason. It will be identifying 
with medievalism . It will become an 
adjunct to the revival of religious 
fundamentalism, newly apparent in 
the Islamic and Christian world and 
now emerging among the Jews of 
Israel. 

Shamir's alternative is to renew 
the government of national unity 
with the Labour Alignment. This 
will allow both the big parties to 
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keep the religious bloc at arm's 
length. Rabbi Peretz will no longer 
hold the balance, he will be unable 
to play Labour and Likud against 
each other, he will lose his chance of 
selling to the highest bidder. 

The two parties will join forces, 
bargaining side by side — against the 
world in its entirety — about Israel's 
future. Meanwhile the country will 
be saved from a new and possibly 
crippling bout of rabbinic 
domination.

Isaac is still 
single. If the dreams associated with Isaac are to be 
fulfilled, he must marry, but not assimilate into the 
families of Canaan.

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JEWISH TRADITION knows all forms of man-woman 
encounter.

We have just 
read how it was between Isaac and Rebekah, first mar- 
riage and then: love (24:67); later onve are told of the 
agoniziag tove of Jacob and Rachel. There (29:11) we 
find love, even a kiss, at first sight with marriage follow- 
ing much later. Moses meets no fewer than seven girls at 
the well (Exodus 2:16); they ali fall for him, rush home 
to tell their father of their lucky “find.” He urges them 
to go back to fetch him and bring him home. He was 
“given” Zipporah to marry. Was he more fond of her 
than of any of her six sisters? - - 
From David to: Akiba we encounter many a tale of 
passionate, stormy, as well as tender, romance as well as 
marriages arranged by professional matchmakers.

The Almighty Himself is considered the master 
matchmaker. The midrash (Genesis Rabba 68,4) tells 
the following story: A Roman matron asked R. Jose 
(2nd century sage): “In how many days did the Holy 
One, blessed be He, create His world?” “In six days,” 
he answered. ‘Then what has He been doing since 
then?” “He sits and makes matches,” he answered, 
“assigning this man to that woman, and this woman to 
that man.” “What's so difficult about that?” she chal- 
lenged, “T could do it too.” She went and matched ber 
slaves, giving this man to that woman, this woman to 
that man and so on. The next moming, she visited them 
only to find they had badly beaten each other up, one 
woman saying, “I do not want that man," while a man 
protested, “I do not want this woman.” Straightaway 
she summoned R. Jose and admitted to him: “There is 
no God like your God!” ᾿ 

R. Jose then went on to say that, even for God, it was 
pot an easy task and that “‘the matching of man and 
woman is as hard as dividing the sea...” Why this 
particular analogy? Says one contemporary rabbi: When 
the Israelites faced the Red Sea, they were at a loss. In 
front, the sea closed in on them; behind, the Egyptians 
were.-pursuing them to kill them.

Ausubel quotes many popular shadchan Stories. Here 
is one: The boy and girl went for a stroll. The boy said to 
his shadchan when next they met, “But she limps!”

WHEN a messenger comes from It- 
aly to Cleopatra in Egypt, and tells 
her that her beloved Antony, who 
has gone to Rome, is well, she show- 
ers him with gold and gives him her 
hand to kiss, But when he goes on to 
tell her that Antony has married 
Octavia, she beats him, orders him 
flogged with wire and tries to stab 
him. 


I will be revealing no secrets to 
my readers if I disclose that | was 
not exactly jubilant about the results 
of the elections brought to us by 
Haim Yavin throughout Tuesday's 
long night, so 1 may be suffering 
from the Cleopatra syndrome when 
I write that I thought his coverage, 
usually so brilliant, left much to be 
desired. 

He got off to a poor start bv 
spending what seemed to be hours 
introducing us to all the people who 
were going to provide coverage 
throughout the night from all parts 
of Israel — but he didn’t tell us first 
what the . > prognostication 
was. He knew that the whole coun- 
try was waiting on tenterhooks to 
hear and see that forecast, so who 
cared at that stage who was covering 
the headquarters of the various par- 
ties? He could have told us the 


prophecy, and then gone back to - 


effect his introductions. 

I missed Hanoch Smith and his 
bright personality the very worst 
way. I can understand why he was 
dropped, after he goofed last time 
by over-estimating Labour and un- 
der-estimating Likud. But his re- 
placements, Professor Yohanan 
Peres and Mina Zemah, not only 
lacked his brio and charm, they had 
no television malities whatso- 
ever. They didn’t understand that 
they had to be showmen: they just 
sat there looking smug about their 
forecasts and providing answers to 
questions when asked. The result 
was that the show, which Smith 
made as exciting as an Olympic 
race, was as flat as a failed cake. 

Defenders of the prophets say 
that at least their forecast was very 
accurate. I do vot buy this altogeth- 
er: unless the soldiers’ vote changes 
things to bring the final figures clos- 
er to their initial calculations; they 
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were 30 per cent out in their calcula- 
tion of the votes obtained by the 
haredi camp. A difference like that 
in the American system would mani- 
fest itself in a landslide -- and, in 
fact, we have had what amounts to a 
haredi upheaval. 

Unlike Smith, they did not give us 
a running commentary on the results 
as they came in from all parts of the 
country. Remember how Smith 
used to clamour to be given results 
from a development town, then a 
city or a part of a city, from this 
section of the population or that? 
They functioned, not as statistical 
commentators on a dynamic and 
constantly changing chain of events. 
but as political commentators dis- 
cussing the implications of their ini- 
tial forecast - who would form the 
government, what kind of coalition 
negotiations would ensue as a result, 
etcetera, etcetera, etcetera. 

For this we did not need expert 
statisticians — journalists specialising 
in politics would have been more 
interesting. Active politicians would 
. have been better still. While they 

were speculating about coalition 
possibilities, a revolution was taking 
place out there in the sticks. a social 
upheaval that may change our entire 
life styles, and they, and Yavin, and 
most of us viewers, didn’t realise it 
for several hours. 


THE ORTHODOX parties have 
not just gained considerable politi- 
cal leverage to get concessions or 
portfolios from whatever large party 
will form the government. They 
have established themselves as ἃ 
major force in the life of the nation, 
if they can get together to form a 
cohesive bloc, which may be 
difficult. 

The first man to realise intuitively 
what had happened was Ezer Weiz- 
man, who suddenly referred in Yid- 


dish to the Almighty as a benevolent 
“tata.” Actually, 1 don’t really 
blame them for seeing the issue in 
those early hours as one of how the 
stalemate between the two large 
parties, and between the right-wing 
and left-wing camps, would be re- 
solved. All of us - except perhaps 
supporters of the haredi parties. 
who knew what was going on -- had- 
all been conditioned by the pre-clec- 
tion forecasts and discussions into 
seeing the elections simply as ἃ race 
berween the two blocs. 

Of course. we had contemplated 
the possibility -- the certainty - that 
the Orthodox would hold the bal- 
ance of power, but not that they 
would have real power. So we were 
all set to discuss the stalemate, and 
the possibility of having another na- 
tional unity government. with the 
political paralysis that this would 
involve. 

In fact. an hour after the pro- 
gramme started, we had a discussion 
between three wise men. Dr. Yosef 
Burg. Mordechai Zippori and 
Chaim Zadok, about the possibili- 
ties and disadvantages ΟἹ another 
national unity government. But not 
even Dr. Burg realised the extent of 
the Orthodox victory. 

It turned out to be like that 100- 
metre butterfly race in the Olympic 
swimming pool, in which everybody 
was watching Matt Biondi and Mi- 
chael Gross, and unknown Anthony 
Nesty from Surinam sneaked in on 
the blind side to take the gold 
medal. 

It wasn’t until several hours later 
that we were taken to Bnei Brak and 
to one of Jerusalem's haredi qyar- 
ters and saw the victors drinking 
wine. singing and dancing in the 
streets, while, by contrast, the capi- 
tal's Jaffa Road was as quiet as ἃ 
graveyard at midnight. These shots 
brought home to us in pictorial form 


the extent of the haredi triumph. 
Talking about pictorial form. ἢ 
have another grievance against the 


“programme: a technical one. The 


graphics were much poorer than 
they were the last time. Either there 
was something wrong with the print- 
ing, or perhaps the yellow back- 
ground was to blame, but I had 
great difficulty reading the few re- 
sults and tables that were shown to 
us. At first I thought that it was the 
TV set 1 was watching that was to 
blame, but later I watched the pro- 
gramme on a different set. with the 
same poor results. 


SOME PEOPLE have complained 
to me that they disapproved of the 
Tuvia Tsafir and Nikui Rosh inter- 
Judes. on the ground that these fri- 
volities tended to trivialize a major 
national event. Instead they would 
have liked to see results. results. 
results and more resulis. They say 
that watching Tuvia taking off the 
politicians was like watching Nero 
fiddle while Rome burnt. 

1 do not agree. Shakespeare used 
comic scenes to achieve magnificent 
effects in his tragedies ~ the grave- 
“diggers in Hamlet. for example. It 
would certainly bave been beyond 
me — and. 1 think, most other view- 
ers — to watch endless results with- 
out falling asleep. And that was the 
name of the game: keeping the 
viewers awake. 

The comparison to Hamlet does 
not mean that [ think that what has 
happened must end tragically. We 
who believe passionately in democ- 
racy have instilled in us a belief that 
we must accept the verdict of the 
ballot-box. We have to cheer the 
victors and given them a chance to 
show what they can do. 1 have 
learned the same doctrine in innu- 
merable sporting contests that [ 
have last. 

So we must give them a chance. 
But 1 can’t help wishing that the 
electorate had chosen differently.

This Yom Kippur, the streets in 
Netanya were full with people 
dressed in their immaculate clean 
white clothes as befits the solemn 
holiday.

T live in a fairly well-to-do neigh- 
bourhood. On several occasions, 
some of the children go to the rear 
of the building where cars are 
parked and they excrete on the 
ground; the excretions are immedi- 
ately infested with flies and vermin.

TWO PETROL BOMB attacks and 
their aftermath made front-page 
headlines for three days this week. 
The gruesome attack in Jericho, 
which killed a young mother and her 
three small children 36 hours before 
the polls opened, brought quick ret- 
ribution from the army and a dra- 
matic call from Defence Minister 
Rabin to consider the death penalty 
for the three suspects who confessed 
to the deed. 

Then, on election day, with politi- 
cal analysts trying to assess the im- 
pact the attack would have on vot- 
érs, another incident, this time in 
the nation’s capital, brought the 
week's tally to eight wounded, in- 
cluding two seriously. 

How much either of those two 
incidents succeeded in swaying vot- 
ers’ views at the last minute will be 
known only after statisticians dissect 
the returns. How much the attacks 
swayed the IDF's thinking is, how- 
ever, already clear. Hardly at all. 

In the 10 months since the Pales- 
tinian uprising began, nearly 1,300 
petrol bombs have been hurled at 
Israeli civilian and military targets. 
Until this week the number of Israe- 


lis killed as a direct result of the 
intifada had been two ~ Tirza Porat. 
a young settler girl on a hike near 
Kfar Beita and Moshe Katz, a re- 
servist serving in Bethlehem — and 
neither of them from petrol bombs. 
In the army's eyes, the fact that the 
two attacks this week exacted such a 
heavy toll in casualties was not due 
to any new resolve, coordination, or 
sophistication on the part of the Pal- 
estinians, but the result of plain bad 
luck. 

To be sure, the IDF's response, 
like Rabin’s, was politically expedi- 
ent, “shaving” the area near where 
Sunday's attack took place, and re- 
suming the provision of the jeep es- 
corts to civilian buses it bad can- 
celled just a few weeks earlier, 
though without admitting to it. 

As heart-rending as the results of 
the attack were, no need was per- 
ceived to alter IDF policy on petrol 
bombs. As things stand. anyone in 
the act of throwing a petrol bomb is 
liable to be fired on. since petrol 
bombs are considered life-threaten- 
ing, though there is in fact no specif- 
ic directive in the army pertaining to 
that weapon. 

While it is not yet clear who was 
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Petrol bombers leave IDF policy unscathed 


responsible for the petro] bomb in 
Wadi Joz, military sources tied the 
timing of the two attacks to election 
day on Tuesday and the anniversary 
of the Balfour Declaration on 
Wednesday. 

Petrol bomb attacks require little 
in the way of logistics or planning. 
They can be carried out quite spon- 
taneously, as OC Central Command 
Amram Miwna said was the case in 
the first attack. Hence they are diffi- 
cult attacks to prevent. except by 
increasing the number of man-hours 
on patrol. 

The IDF’s ability to guarantee the 
safety of roads in the West Bank and 
Gaza is therefore limited. since the 
human resources available to patrol 
all the thousands of kilometres of 
roads in those areas are limited. As 
in the wider battle against terror. 
the IDF realizes that there is no such 
thing as absolute security. 

Gn another front, however. im- 
provements can still be made. Only 
10 of some 50 Epged buses operat- 
ing in the West Bank have been 
equipped with reinforced glass. An- 
other 60 buses used to transport 
children. which belong to local 
councils, have also been cquipped 


with the protective window panels. 
Military sources said this was proba- 
bly known to the suspects, which ts 
why they chose to attach the more 
vulnerable civilian bus, 

Tt turns out that the decision-mak- 
ing process employed to determine 
which bus lines needed added pro- 
tection has not worked well. As is 
often the case when responsibilities 
are shared by a number of parties. 
even the most important issues can 
fall between the chairs, In the case 
of protecting buses, the list of imter- 
ested parties includes the Defence. 
Transport and Finance Minis- 
tries, the IDF. the local councils. 
and Egsed. 

Spokesmen for the different bod- 
ies gave conflicting accounts of 
when and with whom the latest dis- 
cussions on protecting buses had 
been held. One said June, another 
August, and still anather said Octo- 
ber. Sources in both IDF and’ the 
Defence Ministry suggested ths 
week that extra funds for outfitting 
the buses would be forthcoming. 

What remains to be seen is wheth- 
er action on the programme will be 
delayed until another petrol bomb 
claims additional victims. 


Refuseniks sick of 
stream of visitors

LONDON - Long-term Soviet refu- 
seniks are “sick and tired” of the 
constant stream of visitors from the 
West who come to Moscow for a few 
days, listen sympathetically, and are 
never heard from again. 

This was the view conveyed to 
four members of the all-party Parlia- 
mentary Wives for Soviet Jewry 
group, which returned from Mos- 
cow this week, by a number of refu- 
seniks who have been waiting for up 
to 17 years for permission to 
emigrate. 

“Yuli Kosharovsky, who has been 
waiting to leave since 1971, told me 
he sometimes feels like an animal in 
a z00, faced with a never-ending line 
of gaping visitors,” said one of the 
delegation, Lady Valerie Cocks. 

While the long-term refuseniks 
are deeply appreciative of the ef- 
forts bemg made in the West on 
their behalf, she added, “‘it is a tre- 
mendous strain for them to keep 


telling their life stories, time after 
time, to visitors from whom they 
frequently never hear again.” 

Visitors who are truly committed 
to campaigning for Soviet Jewry are 
always welcome, the refuseniks 
stressed. But they felt that too many 
people had come, seen, and then 
disappeared. : 
Cocks said she had assured Ko- 
Sharovsky and other refuseniks with 
whom her group had met that the 
visit would serve a real purpose by 
publicizing their plight and raising 
political awareness. 

She said the refuseniks wanted to 
stress that their lives had not been 
made easier by glasnost. 

“They suggested that, if Mikhail 
Gorbachev wanted to make a ges- 
ture emphasizing his commitment to 
reform, he could release all refusen- 
iks who have been waiting to leave 
for 10 years or more. 

“Clearly, after such a period, any 
claim that refuseniks with scientific 
backgrounds possess security infor- 
mation is absurd,” said Cocks.

Beersheba doctors sentenced

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Histadrut faces post-election ‘diet’ 


“WE ARE all in shock,” said the 
Histadrut’s spokesman the moming 
after the elections. Despite the sun 
which, as Histadrut Secretary-Gen- 
eral Yisrael Kessar noted, was shin- 
ing brightly outside the windows of 
the Histadrut headquarters in Tel 
Aviv, the atmosphere inside was 
one of gloom and moody 
introspection. 

The Likud’s election taunts of 
“putting Hevrat Ha'ovdim on a 
Get” were ringing in everyone's ears 
even if, as Kessar insisted. it was too 
early to declare that Yitzhak Shamir 
will head tne next government. 

But even if the Likud does form 
the next government, there be no 
reason for Histadrut officials to be- 
gin donning the sackcloth and ashes. 
Yitzhak Moda‘t's claims that Hevrat 
Ha’ovdim needs trimming down to 
size are nothing new. The Likud has 
always made these claims and yet. in 
the 11 years since they came to pow- 


er they have done very little to fur- 
ther this end. : 

_ The first test of the Likud’s real 
intentions, assuming they head the 
next government, will be their atti- 
tude towards Koor. The key to the 
whole Koor issue, as Kessar says, is 
whether Bankers Trust's petition to 
liquidate the Histadrut industrial 
concern can be settled favourably 
for Koor, preferably out of court. If 
It is, a consortium of local banks will 
lend Koor the money it needs to 
continue operations and implement 
its recovery programme.

A Likud government will demand 
something in return whereas if the 
Labour Party were in power, Koor 
would probably get the aid it needs 
without having to sell off profitable 
assets.

A LIKUD government will not be 
pleasant for the Histadrut and Hev- 
rat Ha’ovdim. Unlike the country’s 
haredi institutions, the Histadrut 
will have to fight for every penny it 
needs from the public purse. and it 
will find the purse strings drawn 
tighter than ever. 

But this is not necessarily to the 
Histadrut’s disadvantage. All the la- 
bour federation’s senior officials re- 
alize that the time has come for a 
serious spring cleaning within Hev- 
rat Ha’ovdim. ᾿ 

According to recent reports. 
Koor's recovery programme ~ if im- 
plemented ~ will cost 4,000 jobs. It 
is not in the Likud's interests to try 
and find more Hevrat Ha’ovdim fac- 
tories-to close down. A steadily 
growing unemployment rate would 
not reflect well on the Likud's eco- 


Ultimately, however, this shake- 
down will work to the benefit of the 
Histadrut and the Labour Party.

TT IS DIFFICULT to imagine that 
between the seemingly continuous 
television pictures of. say. the eve- 
ning news there is enough space to 
broadcast all sorts of other informa- 
tion. Bur businesses in Europe are 
beginning to profit from that 
facility. 

In Britain, companies are already 
using a service which broadcasts 
their computer information from 
one central point to many recipients 
(point-to-multipoint). It uses space 
capacity on the four television 
channels. 

The data is squeezed into parcels 
of information which are transmit- 
ted on the space between the frames 
of the televised picture, called the 
vertical blanking interval (VBI). 
The service is known as data broad- 
casting or subscription teletext. 

A similar point-to-multipoint ser- 
vice, but using commercial broad- 
cast satellites instead of terrestrial 
transmitters, could be in operation 
in the UK within a year. The De- 
partment of Trade and Industry an- 
nounced last week that it was award- 
ing licences to six organizations to 
Tun such a service. 

The first companies to recognize 
the commercial benefits of data 
broadcasting in the UK have been 
bookmakers, including Ladbrokes 
and Mecca. They send information 
about runners and riders, betting 
odds and race results from their cen- 
tral computer to shops around the 
country. The information is dis- 
played on screens to a videotext for- 
mat. 

The stock exchange also uses data 
broadcasting to transmit informa- 
tion on securities and stocks - in ἃ 
service called Market Eye — to indi- 
vidual shareholders who want to 
keep in touch with the financial mar- 
kets. Reuters has a Citywatch finan- 
cial update information service 
which is also broadcast using the 
VBI. 

However, Aircall Teletext, one of 
the two companies offering nation- 
wide data broadcasting in the UK. 
believes that this sort of one-way 
communications service has much 
wider applications. Clive Landa, the 
managing director, says that large 
businesses could cut their communi- 
cations bills by 10 per cent by 
switching to data broadcasting from 
traditional cable-borne methods. 

The established services mainly 
involve lines leased from the nation- 
al telecommunications company,

The tariff structure offered by 
Aircall and Datacast, the second na- 
tional operator and part of BBC En- 
terprises, favours customers trans- 
mitting information to 2 large 
number of destinations. That is be- 
cause the information is always 
broadcast nationwide, regardless of 
the number of customers authorized 
to receive it. 


THE MAIN difference between the 
open teletext systems and data 
broadcasting is that signals from the 
latter can only be received by cus- 
tomers who have acquired a decod- 


ing unit and have subscribed to the 
specific service. Market Eye, which 
is broadcast on the Datacast service, 
costs the end user about.$1,770 a 
year, including rental for the decod- 
ing unit. With most other services 
the decoder box is sold separately at 
about $450. 

Another advantage of data broad- 
casting over open teletext, accord- 
ing to Stephen Castell, business de- 
velopment consultant at BBC 
Enterprises. is that the services are 
almost instantaneous — they do not 
have the time lag associated with 
calling up ἃ page on open teletext. 
There are two different speeds used 
for data broadcasting: 


Packet 31 sends one line of infor- 
mation at a time and takes less than 
a second; 

Multipacket broadcasts large 
chunks of data at a time and takes 
up to nine seconds. 

Datacast uses the Packet 31 stan- 


channels on the two EBA television 
channels; Datacast broadcasts on 
the two BBC ones. 


ALTHOUGH DATA broadcasting 
has been pioneered in the UK, sev- 
eral European countries are plan- 
ning similar services. In France. 
France Telecom and the

scription news service called Poly- 
com using data broadcast tech- 
niques. In Sweden and Norway data 
broadcasting trials are also taking 
place. ° 

The European Commission is 
planning a study into the applica- 
tions of such services in Europe. UK 
companies hope that this will even- 
tually lead to a pan-European data 
broadcasting servite. 

Two UK companies, Independent 
Radio Features (owned by the Lon- 
don Broadcasting Coproration and 
Telerate) and Case Radiotext (part 
of the Case data communications 
company), have been licensed to of- 
fer data broadcasting services on ra- 


dio transmitters in the London area. 

IRF uses a London radio station 
(LBC) transmitter to broadcast fi- 
nancial information to customers 
with a hand-held terminal. Case will 
transmit financial information via 
another London radio station (Capi- 
tal Radio) transmitter. 

Other services will be available 
next year, either on a possible fifth 
terrestrial broadcast channel or 
through the point-to-multipoint 
communications services. 

BSB, which is planning to launch 
two broadcast satellites, has been 
chosen by the Department of Trade 
and Industry as one of the operators 
of satellite communications ser- 
vices. Patrick Scott, managing direc- 
tor of satellite services for BSB, be- 
lieves that only when the greater 
data capacity on D-MAC satellite 
transmissions becomes available will 
the market for data broadcasting 
really grow. 

He maintains that it could become 
a mass market, as decoders for BSB, 
which will be bought by domestic 
subscribers to receive television pic- 
tures. It will incorporate a 9.6 kilo- 
bit per second data port for receiv- 
ing data sent alongside television 
pictures. 

Scott says that on the first BSB 
satellite there will be the capacity to 
transmit three megabytes of data 
per second (3Mbyte/s) compared 
with about 10 Mbytes an hour on 
each of the terrestrial services. This 
would mean that 12 pages of facsim- 
ile could be send up to the satellite 
every second and 120 pages could be 
Posies back to receivers in the

ONE OF THE most enthusiastic 
speakers at the conference was Sir 
John Harvey-Jones, the former 
chairman of Imperial Chemical In- 
dustries, who since his retirement 
has turned home worker. 

“The good news is that work has 
become more fun and | have greater 
contro{ on my time,” he said. ““The 
bad news is that working life has 
come into my home life as it’s never 
done before.” 

With the use of three computers, 
a copying machine, two faxes, two 
car phones in addition to home 
phones, and an electronic mail sys- 
tem, Sir John, his daughter and a 
colleague can manage to attend to 
26 different jobs. 

The most modest expression of 
home-working at the conference 
was that of Mrs. Jill Rawlins, who 
has managed to retain her job as a 
manager with British Telecom with 
the help of a phone, a facsimile ma- 
chine and a computer. Home-work- 
ing began for Mrs. Rawlins when 
she was well into her pregnancy. 
“The day I was so large that I 
couldn't walk onto the Under- 
ground is when I decided to g0 
home,” said Mrs. Rawlins. 

A few years ago, such a break 
would have signified not just mater- 
nal jeave, but the possibility that a 
whole career might be sacrificed. 
However. Mrs Rawlins not only 
went on working at home to within 
-six days of having a child, but is now 
combining job and domestic life, 


confient that one is not suffering 
because of the ‘other. 


TT IS THE experience of people like 
Sir John Harvey-Jones and Mrs. 
Rawlins which no doubt prompted 
Sir John Banham, director-general 
of the CBI, to declare that 
“teleworking is not just an attractive 
idea whose time has come; it could 
represent a life-raft in a very rough 
sea — and one which no company, 
big or small, can afford to ignore.” 

However, there are potential pit- 
falls on the horizon. The most un- 
qualified enthusiasm for home- 
working is largely to be found 
among people with marketable 
skills and high earning potential. 
But speakers at the conference indi- 
cated that future expansion of 
home-working could undermine 
employee rights and strain industrial 
relations if not properly managed. 

Among them was Mr Norman 
Willis, general secretary of the 
Trades Union Congress (TUC), 
who argued: 

“Telework can bring jobs to de- 
Prived inner cities and to remote 
rural areas...it can offer greater flex- 
ibility to the employee who has 
home responsibilities or is disabled- 
.--but it could become a nightmare 
for the teleworker trapped at home 
with no choice, and no promotion 
Prospects.” 


WHETHER THE growing labour 
force of home-workers can be con- 
vinced that they really need unions 
remains to be seen. But as the re- 
port by the Henley Centre suggests, 
what is less open to doubt is that the 
spread of teleworking will mean fun- 
damental changes in the way compa- 
nies are organized. 2

“The reduced physical contact 
with the company will tend to dimin- 
ish the forces leading to company 
loyalty and immersion in a company 
culture...therefore, other methods 
will have to be found to prevent too 
rapid a turnover of staff.”

MOSCOW - Boris Gosiev. Soviet 
minister of finance. had his big day 
in the Supreme Soviet last week: 
Budget Day. 

Never before has it seemed ἃ tery 
important occasion: The tradition 
for years has been to present a te- 
dious speech, full of largely mean- 
ingless statistics. promising higher 
growth on every front. 

Today in Mikhail Gorbachev's 
Soviet Union, everything is 
different. . 

Gostev used the occasion to dis- 
close for the first time something of 
the chronic state of the govern- 
ment's budget deficit: be put it at 
the equivalent of £53 billion, or 
rather more than 7% of total state 
spending. That may or may not in- 
clude all defence spending. 

He also gave some grim details 
about the plight of state financing, 
and threw in hitherto heretical ideas 
about how to cut state spending and 
increase revenues. He calied for the 
stabilization of money supply. and 
declared that “the wealth of society 
depends on profits.” His monetarist 
Western counterparts would have 
been proud of him. 

In an interview after the event. he 
said: “At one time we believed that 
the [outside] world reay have its own 
economic processes. and we would 
have our own. Now | think we are 
just having the normal economic © 
Processes. J think you should de- 
Scribe, with full objectivity, the nor- 
mal economic processes under way 
in this country today.” 

Even in Gostev's candid budget 
speech, there was one subject too 


sensitive to tackle head on, and yet 
τ was the one subject most bother- 
ing the deputies: inflation. 

It is a creeping inflation, and it is 
all a direct result of Gorbachev's 
reforms. He has ordered state enter- 
prises to balance their books and 
find their own sources of finance. 
But he has not changed the pricing 
system, nor dismantled the over- 
whelming influence of the central 
planning bodies. 

For year; manufacturing enter- 
prises have been making a loss on 
their principal products — whether it 
is loaves of bread or bars of soap. 
Now their only alternative to insol- 
vency ~ and the awful threat of “liq- 
uidation™ - is to find other, more 
profitable. products. So the bread 
factories have switched to i 
More exotic products, sweet loaves 
and the like, at higher prices. 

Even if he does not quite admit it, 
Gostev knows he has a real prob- 
lem, because his promised price re- 
forms have not even begun. He 
knows that the fixed price structure 
in the Soviet Union does not 
remotely reflect real economic costs 
~ but be also knows that price rises 
for staple foods and the like could 
be as explosive in Moscow as they 
have been in Peking. 

He also knows that he cannot go 
on indefinitely financing food and 
other subsidies -- costing more than 
71% of the budget — without finding 
sore new sources of revenue. 

One temptation would be to tax 
rising profits in state enterprises, as 
self-financing makes them mnre ef- 
ficient. But even Gostev realizes 
that could destroy the purpose of 
perestroika in galvanizing the Soviet

ANKARA - Turkey's much-needed 
foreign exchange earnings from 
tourism are set for a second consec- 
utive bumper year, according to the 
latest figures. But an all-out drive to 
provide enough accommodation to 
meet the demand has led to heavy 
strains on basic services, and a trend 
towards attracting lower-spending, 
package-tour visitors, particularly 
from Britain. 

Compared with January-June 
1987, tourist arrivals in the first half 
of 1988 rose by 39% to 1.54 million, 
while revenués increased 51% to 
$787 million. 

The number of beds registered by 
the Tourism and Culture Ministry as 
being of tourist class standard has 
increased dramatically in recent 
years to about 125,000, compared 
with around 66.000 in 1983. 

‘This rapid expansion has resulted 
in a gap, sometimes yawning, be- 
tween the new accommodation 
coming on to the market, and the 
adequacy of infrastructure. trained 
personnel and simple planning com- 
mon sense on behalf of the authori- 
ties, particularly municipalities. 

This year, the lack of infrastruc- 
ture has been exacerbated by gov- 
emment cuts in new project invest- 
ment, which has been done to curb 
the overheating of the past two 
years — reflecting in the domestic 
inflation rate of 81.8% in the year to 
the end of September. 

Increasingly, visitors are com- 
plaining of avarice, poor service, in- 
adequate sanitation and cuts in basic 
services such as water and 
electricity.

Finland won't seek 


EC membership 


HELSINKI - Finland will not seek 
niembership of the European Com- 
munity bui is aiming for close coop- 
eration with the EC, according to a 
government report on the greater 
integration of Western Europe. 

The report is the first comprehen- 
sive document outlining Finland's 
telations with Westem Europe after 
1992 and the European single mar- 
ket. It reiterates that EC member- 
ship “is incompatible with Finland's 
policy of neutrality" but that the 
country must safeguard its interests 
vis-a-vis Europe. 

To that end, it wants the Europe- 
an Free Trade Association (Efta) 
strengthened.

Koor to close Yuval Gad unit

Koor yesterday announced it 
planned to close its financially trou- 
bled Yuval Gad Ltd. unit in Ashke- 
lon at the cost of 200 jobs. 


Angry members of the factory's 
works committee met yesterday 
with Hevrat Ha'ovdim Secretary- 
General Danny Rosolio, who told 
them Koor had not sought the au- 
thorization of the Histadrut holding 
company for the closing. He said 
Hevrat Ha‘ovdim, which is the Koor 
Group's parent company, would ex- 
amine Koor’s action. 

Koor made known its decision to 
close the company Wednesday in a 
letter to Shikun Ovdim, which was 
supposed to have taken contro! of 
Yuval Gad last summer. In the let- 
ter, Koor executives said Shikun 
Ovdim, which is also a Hevrat 
Ha’ovdim company, had failed to 
implement the agreement and as- 
sume control of Yuval Gad. Thus. 
the agreement was null, Koor said. 

Shikun Ovdim bought Yuval 


Gad, a maker of prefabricated 
homes, from Koor for a token NIS 1 
last July. But Shikun Ovdim. a resi- 
dential builder, had been reluctant 
to take over ailing Yuval Gad and 
insisted that Koor assume responsi- 
bility for Yuval Gad’s debts and sev- 
€rance pay owed to redundant em- 
ployees totalling some NIS 8 
million. But because of Koor's se- 
vere cash flow problems since the 
Bankers Trust crisis exploded. the 
money was never paid. 

According to Koor's spokeswom- 
an, the decision to close Yuval Gad 
was taken at the beginning of Octo- 
ber and dismissal letters were then 
sent to the workers. Once Wednes- 
day's letter was sent to Shikun Ov- 
dim, the dismissals took force, she 
said, adding: “It seems the workers 
did not understand what was hap- 
pening.” 

But Arye Ozer. chairman of the 
Ashkelon Labour Council, said yes- 
terday the dismissal letters had been 
cancelled three days after they were 
issued.

Tax revenue grew by 1% last 
month, when measured in real terms 
against October 1987, and totalled 
some NIS 2 billion, according to 
Treasury figures released yesterday.

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Why the polls didn’t show 
the swing to religious parties

Rather than resort to Hara Kiri, 
polisters are spending their time ex- 
plaining their failure to forecast the 
large religious vote and gloating 
over their successes. 

The fact is that most of the polls, 
including our own, correctly pre- 
dicted a near tie between the two 
major parties, and between the two 
major blocs, with differences of only 
one or twa percentage points. 

Journalists made much of these 
differences, but they are quite small, 
statistically speaking. Elections pro- 
vide pollsters with the unique op- 
portunity of showing how good they 
are, how well they serve the public 
interest, and how a sample of sever- 
al hundred people can represent an 
entire nation. They risk their repu- 
tations in making , even in 
face of the uncertainties of large 
groups of the undecided, uncommu- 
nicative and unaccessible. There is 
also the possibility of unanticipated 
events at the last moment, and the 
time-gap between the survey and 
the actual elections. Surveys such as 
ours, however, are less interested in 
prediction than in tracking long-run 


changes. 

Even those who came closest, in- 
cluding ouzselves, expected no more 
than 11 or 12 mandates for the four 
religious parties combined, But the 
voters gave 18 mandates to the reli- 
gious bloc, far surpassing any rea- 
sonable margin of error.

Explanations for this disparity are 
easy to offer, but difficult to prove.

Fortunately. Mickey Berkovitz's 
wife was in the audience, and she 
had the presence of mind to leave 
the gym as soon as she saw the rough 
stuff beginning, and to call the po- 
lice. They came en masse, and extri- 
cated the players and the referees 
from behind the barricades.. 

Aggravating the mob’s offences 
was the action of Naomi Porat. She 
accused Wernick of selling out to 
Rishon.

Amos whips Ivan 6-2, 6-2 


ANTWERP (Reuter) ~ Top seed 
and title-holder Ivan Lendl suffered 
a shock 6-2, 6-2 defeat by unseeded 
Amos Mansdorf of Israel in the 
$ 1.1m European Community Ten- 
nis Championship last hight. 

There was also a surprise in 
Stockholm. where Dan Goldie hum- 
bled Mats Wilander 6-1,6-4. 

Lendl’s defeat by Mansdorf seri- 
ously undermines Lendl's bid to win 
a fabulous diamond-encrusted gold- 
en racket worth one million dollars 
for the second time. 

The racket is on offer to anyone 


‘who wins the event three times with- 


in five years. Lendl now has to win 
the tournament in each of the next 
two years to take the trophy again, 
having won a similar racket in 1985. 

Lendl's stunning defeat came in 
his first match after a two-month 
absence because of a right shoulder 
injury which needed minor surgery 
last month. . 

The Israeli, ranked 26th in the 
world, went through to the quarter- 
finals in straight sets 6-2, 6-2 against 
the rusty defending champion. 
Lendl was playing for the first time 
since undergoing an operation on 
his left shoulder in September. 

But it was another great display 
by Mansdorf, who now faces Andres. 
Gomez of Ecuador. 

Lendl said: ‘Amos is quick 
around the court and at the moment 
he’s playing with confidence too. I 
was always late getting to the ball.

LONDON (AP) -- The governing 
body for men’s tennis worldwide 
predicts “fragmentation and chaos” 
as a result of the players’ union deci- 
sion to set up a separate internation- 
al circuit in 1990 after failing to win 
greater control of their schedules.

But Ray Moore, a founder mem- 
ber of the Association for Tennis 
Professionals, said the “ATP tour is 
now a fait accompli. ... The tour will 
go ahead in 1990 and we sball pub- 
lish a calendar before the end of the 
year.” 

Moore said the ATP already had 
attracted 21 of the world’s top play- 
ers to new-look tour and computer 
ranking list.

Mayotte and Pat Cash. 

Ivan Lendl had signed a “letter of 
intent” to play on the new tour, to 
at Jan. 1, 1990, an ATP statement 
said.

cil. The players bave been lobbying for a 
greater say in the running of the game, a 
demand tbat surfaced publicly at the 
U.S. Open in September. 

Moore, one of three ATP members on 
the Council, said no agreement could be 
Teached on a compromise that satisfied 
the players and could secure ἃ unified 
future for the men’s game.

Moore said it was his “fervent hope 
and wish” that only one tour operated 
from 1990. 

The war of words between tennis tour- 
nament organizers and the world's lead- 
ing players continued with Marshall 
Happer, administrator to the Men's Ten- 
nis Council, saying he did not think the 
players could put together a credible, 
alternative tournament circuit in 1990. 

Happer's view was echoed by Philippe 
Chatrier, president of the sport's ruling 
body, the International Tennis Federa- 
tion, who said it was doubtful whether 
the Association of Tennis Professionals 
would get the support of the major 
tournaments. 

Happer said: “The tournaments will 
have two options. One is to run in the 
Grand Prix in a circuit administered by 
the Men's Council. The other is to be on 
the ATP Circuit where ATP will make 
all the relevant decisions. 

“I do not think that ATP can put 
together a credible circuit if the Grand 
Slams and most of the major tourna- 
ments decide to stay in the Grand Prix.” 

Chatrier, in a frst comment on the 
players’ revolt, said: “It is by πὸ means 
certain that the ATP would gain the 
support of the world’s major 
tournaments.

Shi'ite rivalry

Attack on Shamir 


A 30-year-old man armed with 
a knife tried to break into 
Prime Minister Shamir's office 

y. The man, who ap- 


beheaded a suspected collaborator 
from the West Bank village of 
Burka on October 6, and carried out 
fire bomb attacks on Israeli vehicles, 
the Israel Defence Forces spokes- 
man said yesterday. 

Meanwhile seven people were in- 
jured by gunfire, one seriously, in 
Gaza’s Shati refugee camp yester- 
day after soldiers dispersed demon- 
strations by students, Israel Radio 
and Palestinian sources reported. 
Another person reportedly was in- 
jured in clashes in the town. Some 
125,000 people spent another day 
locked at home as their camps re- 
mained under curfew. 

The IDF spokesman confirmed 
the injury of six people who he said 
were hit “in the course of routine 
IDF activity.” He said he had no 
details of the circumstances in which 
the Palestinians were shot. 

Regarding the arrests of the terror 
cell, the IDF said that the four mem- 
bers lived in Burka and belonged to 
the Fatah wing of the PLO. They 
are suspected of torturing and kill- 
ing teacher Mohammed Aref Salah, 


32, and leaving his body in a cave. 

Undercover security officers re- 
portedly-entered the village of 
‘Burka about a week ago in an Arab 
car and arrested the four men, other 
reliable sources said. Security forces 
also uncovered a cache of Uzi rifles, 
knifes and axes in the cell's posses- 
sion, the IDF said. Following the 
arrests, homes of three of the sus- 
pects were destroyed and the home 
of the fourth was sealed. 

The cell is also suspected of carry- 
ing out firebomb attacks on buses 
and army and civilian vehicles in the 
Homesh area between Nablus and 
Jenin, and of other attempted mur- 
ders, the IDF said. ᾿ 

Regarding the injuries in Gaza 
yesterday, a local reporter, who in- 
terviewed Palestinians who took 
part in the clash with IDF troops, 
said all seven were injured by one 
group of 12 soliders who opened fire 
after having been stoned. 


The Palestinians said the Israeli 
squad patrolled the camp at noon 
and climbed to the roof of ἃ two- 
storey building from which they ob- 
served the surroundings. 

Δ group of local vouths gathered 
in front of the building. traded 
curses with the soldiers and then 
pelted them with stones. Seif al- 
Karas, 18, who was shot in the right 
leg, said the soldiers fired plastic 
bullets from the roof, wounding one 
person, and then went downstairs 
and shot three more people. 

The shooting alerted pupils at the 
nearby [bn-Sina high school and an 
estimated 100 pupils left classes 
shouting “Allahu Akbar,” and pelt- 
ing the soldiers with stones. The sol- 
diers then fired again injuring three 
more Palestinians. 

Meanwhile other liced 
the Jabaliya, Nusierat, Bure and 
NPK refugee camps whose 125.000 
residents remained under curfew. 


The curfew which had been imposed 
on the Strip’s four other refugee 
camps was lifted at 3 a.m. and resi- 
dents were allowed to cross into Is- 
rael. The IDF spokesman said the 
traffic and business were “usual.” 

In the West Bank yesterday, scat- 
tered clashes between the army and 
Palestinians were reported. The 
IDF had no comment on the 
reports. 

Palestinians said a 13-year-old 
youth was injured in the Nablus cas- 
bah after the army entered to break 
up a group of stone-throwing 
youths. And two people were re- 
portedly injured in the nearby Bala- 
ta refugee camp. 

In Ibnah village near Hebron, two 
people were reportedly injured by 
army during unrest and were 
admitted to Ali Hospital in Hebron.
